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AHLWARDT LAUGHED AT 


THE GERMAN ANTI-SEMITE PRO- 
DUCED NO PROOF. 


SE SUBMITTED SOME DOCUMENTS TO 
THE REICHSTAG—A COMMITTEE EX- 
AMINED THEM AND FOUND THEM 
VALUELESS — EXPLANATIONS AND 
PROMISES DROWNED IN JEERS. 


BERLIN, March 22.—There was a very large 
attendance at the session of the Reichstag to- 
day, it being expected that Rector Ahlwardt 
‘would produce the documents heclaimed to 
have in his possession showing that, while 
Prince Bismarck was Chancellor, fraudulent 
contracts had been made with Hebrew finan- 
clers, involving the loss of vast sums of money 
belonging to the State. Thousands of people 
gathered before the building and clamored 
throughout the day for information as to the 
progress of the debate. The House was 60 
crowded that many Deputies were unable to get 
to their seats. The passages and galleries were 
filled to suffocation. Chancellor von Caprivi 
and all his colleagues were present from begin- 
ning to end of the sitting. 

Herr Ablwardt was treated with such con- 
tempt as has not before been shown by one 
Deputy toward another in the Parliamentary 
precincts. 

Immediateiy after the President took his seat, 
Rector Ahlwardt stated that he wished to lay a 
few papers upon the table. This announcement 
‘wae the signal for excited shouts from the mem- 
bers, who demanded that he furnish the House 
with all the documents, eleven in number, 
which he was directed yesterday to furnish. 
Herr Ahiwardt answered that after Easter he 
would furnish other papers bearing out his 
atatements. 

Count von Ballestrem, a leader of the Centre 
Party, moved that the sitting of the Reichstag 
be suspended in order to allow a special com- 
mittee to examine the papers already presented, 
and an hour’s recess was taken for that purpose. 
Upon the reassembling of the House, Count 
von Bailestrem reported that the committee 
had found nothing in the documents to prove 
the assertions of Herr Ahlwardt. 

Speeches on the question were made by a 
number of members, all of whom, without re- 
gard to party, condemned Herr Ahlwardt for 
the charges he had made with no apparent 
proof to support his assertions. 

Count von Ballestrem communicated to the 
Reichstag a resolution adopted by the investi- 
gating committee, declaring that the documente 


presented contained nothing that would cast a 
slur upon the present or former members of the 
Reichstag, the Diets, or the Imperial or other 
German Governments. 

Herr Ahiwardsé protested that the action of 
the committee deprived him of the chance of 
res his case. Again the House laughed at 


m. 

Herr Richter stated that he greatly rejoiced 
that the Parliamentary system enabled such 
short work of Herr Ahlwardt and bis charges, 
which proved his want of moral stability. is 
— were several times interrupted by ap- 
plause 

Ahlwardt attempted to make a defense of his 
actien, but his voice was drowned by laughter, 
derisive cries, and yells. 

Throughout the whole scene the greatest ex- 
citement prevailed, and the members showed 
by their actions that they placed not the slight 
est confidenoe in the grave charges made by 
Ahlwardt. At times the uproar was deafening. 

A statement is made this evening that the Ahl- 
wardt documents were simply receipts given to 
the Diskontogese of which Dr. Miquel 
‘was a Director, by the Romanian Railway Cow- 
pany. The Diskontogeseliscnaft is a private 
concern, and in its dealings with the railway 
was trying to save it from finanoial ruin. 

The Reichstag has adjourned until April 13.

“‘Every boy in the horthern part of the State 
knows better than that,” replied Erwin. “Why, 
up our way the sucker is a gamy, & emart, fish. 
You muet ve ingenuity to oatoh him. He is 
clever and s wa.” 

“ But no one ever heard of a sucker taking a 
hook,” said Senator Smith. 

“An angle worm is as attractive to a sucker,” 
paid Erwin, “as a Legisiature is to a country- 
man. Ihave caught bushels of suckers, baskets 
full of them, with a hook.”’ 

“Ihave iound,” said Senator Smith, “that 
suckers are lazy, good-for-nothing fish.” 

~ It is the easiest thing in the world,” observed 
Erwin, “ to catch them with a hook while they 
are traveling in schools.” 

“Who ever heard of suckers traveling in 
schoolst” asked Gen. McMahon. “ You have 
got the wrong fish by the eara.”’ 

“Yes,” observed Senator Hunter, ‘ you are 
thinking of mullets. A great difference exists 
between a mullet and a sucker.” 

“In the northern part of the State,” declared 
Erwin, “the suoker frequently slides up over a 
dam, and itis a smart Osh that can accomplish 
that feat.”

SOUND STEAMER’S NARREPW ESCAPE. 


—_~—_—— 
THE CITY OF WORCESTER PULLED OFF 
THE ROCKS SLIGHTLY DAMAGED. 


New-LonpDown, Conn., March 22.—At 2:45 this 
morning the steamer City of Worcester of the 
Norwich Line went ashore directly behind the 
Light Rook, at the extremity of Eastern Point, 
at the entrance to this harbor. The accident 
was due to a miscaloulation arising from ex- 
treme caution on the part of Capt. Ward. 

In making the harbor he believed he was get- 
ting too close to the west shore, and kept off to 
the eastward. Had he hauled up thirty seconds 
sooner he would have had plenty of room, and 
would have made his wharf with safety. 

The steamer left New-York at 6:30 Tuesday 
evening with about 100 passengers and a wis- 


cellaneous cargo of freight. Coming down the 
Sound she ran into thick weather. The usual 
tet prea ge were taken, making the various 

ells and whistles, and passing Bartlett's Reef 
Lightship on her proper course. The miscalou- 
lation was at the entranee of the harbor, and 
she brought up on the rooks, her bow hard fast 
but afloat astern, entirely helpless. 

As she was travoling slow the shook was not 
severe, not even enough to awaken some of the 
passengers. There was no confusion and fright 
among the passengers, as the situation was 
explained to them as soon as the shock was felt. 

The first information of the accident was 
brought to this city by the steamer Chelsea of 
the Norwich and New-York Propeller Company. 
Capt. Smith heard the steamer’s signals of dis- 
tress when he was coming into the harbor at 4 
o’elock and reported her to Agent Prentis and 
to President Clark, who was in the city. 

son Smith placed his steamer at the dise- 
posal of the company, and at President Clark’s 
request he proceeded to the disabled steamer, 
took off the passengers and their baggage, and 
landed them at the company’s wharf shortly 
after 5 o’clock, where the boat train was await 
ing to take them to their destinations. 

Later in the day the steamer City of Norwich 
was towed te the side of the Worcester from her 
berth here, and the freight from the disabled 
steamer was transferred to her. The steamer 
City of Lawrence, also of the Norwich Line, was 
held here from her trip to New-York, and at 11 
o’clock was also sent to the Woroester’s aseist- 
ance, it being considered that when the press- 
ure of freight was removed she could be easily 
hauled off. 

The Worcester went on about an hour be- 
fore low water, and lay clear aft the forward 
gangway. Ati12 o'clock the Lawrence attached 
two lines and the tug Alert one to the steamer. 
At 12:30, when it was nearly high waver, the 
Worcester’s wheels were set revolving, the Law- 
rence and Alert gave a steady pull and the 
steamer floated yy 

She was making but little water, which her 
pumps kept under control, and she proceeded 
under her own steam to her wharf, where she 
arrived at 1:15 P. M. 

This afternoon a diver madé an examination 
of the steamer’s daniage. He found her side 
plates uninjured, and pnly two or three cracks 
in her where she went on the rocks. These 
cracks will be caulked on the outside and ce- 
mented within. To-morrow the steamer will be 
on the line again. ; 

To-night the steamer City of New-Yofk took 
her place. Later on the Worcester will be 
hauled out. This afternoon’s examination shows 
it to be not immediately necessary. 





SENATOR HILL DENOUNCED. 


RANSOM OF NORTH CAROLINA TREATS 
HIM TO A VIGOROUS WORD LASHING. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—Senator Hill hada 
“eombing down’’ inthe Democratic caucus on 
Tuesday, some of the particulars of which have 
just leaked out of the secret circle. 

After it had been decided by a good majority 
to proceed to the selection of Democratic can- 
didates for officers of the Senate, subject, as to 
their election, to the pleasure of the minority of 
the Senate, there was a vote upon the candi- 
dates ready for the approval of the Senators. 
There were not many of them, and Mr. W, R. 
Cox of North Carolina led all the rest for 


Secretary. He was “ groomed” by Senator 
Ransom, who had in some mysterious way at- 
tached himself to the very best man who had 
been put forward. Mr. Ransom had been look- 
i for support for his man, and among the 
other Senators to whom he had applied 
was Senator Hill Senator Ransom obtained 
from Hill what he considered a favorable an- 
ewer. Hiil had been a supporter of L. Q. Wash- 
ington until the reproduction of that gentle- 
mnan’s extended opinions of the President made 
it expedient for him to withdraw from the con- 
test and from Mr. Hill’s powerful support. 

Senator Daniel of Virginia, who had also 
been attached to the fortunes of Washington, 
gave Ransom to understand that he, too, would 
vote for Cox. When the Senators came to vote, 
Hill voted for some one else than Cox. It isn’t 
of much os who the man was, for he 
was beaten. aniel also deserted Ransom’s 
candidate. 

Now Mr. Ransom, while slow to wrath, may 
be aroused. The conduct of Mr. Hill exasperat- 
ed him beyond control. Assoonas the oppor- 
tunity ocoured he gave a smart pull at his cuffs, 
shot a withering glance at the senior Sen- 
ator from New-York, and then, with a 
flow of language that was plain and 
tothe point, he metaphorically “ mopped the 
earth” with the limp forme of the statesman 
from New-Yerk and the orator from Virginia. 
Senator Murphy, who was present, looked 
on in mute astonishment, wondering 
whether Hill would let this sort of 
thing go on without response. He did, and 
Daniel, itis asserted, had so little to say, and 
that so pointicss and inadequate, that it wasn’t 
remembered by those who have a vivid reool- 
lection of the acathiug speech of Ransom. 

All that could be made out of Hill's refusal to 
keep his word with Rausom was that he had 
found the candidate who was most likely to be 
objectionable to the Administration and had 

oted for him.

TESTING THE BIG SHEARS 


—— 
NO RISK TO BE TAKEN WITH 
THE GREAT KRUPP GUN. 


A DEAD WEIGHT oF 130 TONS LIFTED 
AND HELD SUSPENDED FOR HALF 
AN HOUR—THE MACHINE WHICH 
SUCCESSFULLY BORE THIS TREMEND- 
OUS STRAIN. 


BALTIMORE, March 22.—The big shears at 
Sparrows Point made a record for themselves 
to-day, when they lifted the greatest weight 
that bas ever been raised in this country by a 
machine using overhead tackle. In a test to 
prove their ability to raise the great Krupp 
cannon from the hold of the Lonquiel, they 
picked up a ‘huge mass of steel rails and held 
them in the air for half an hour. The dead 
weight thus supported was 130 tons. “ 

Only two other hoisting contrivances in the 
United States can be compared with the Spar- 
rows’ Point shears—the fioating derrick at the 
Cramps’ shipyard in Philadelphia and the big 
affair at the Brooklyn Navy Yard—but neither 
of them is believed to have undergone any such 
test as was withstood to-day by the apparatus 
of the Maryland Steel Company. 

As THe NEW-YoRK Times has told, the 
Shears stands close to the edge of the pier at 
which the Longqulel is lying, with the Krupp 
exhibits for the World’s Fair on board. Two of 
the legs, each 120 feet high, are pivoted as near 
as possible to the ship. They may be moved 
backward and forward—that is, in a line at 
right angles to the edge of the wharf. As they 
stand most of the time, they are sloped 
back a very littl from the. water. 
If a plumb line’ were dropped from 
the joint they make at the top, it 
would strike the pier perhaps 10 feet from the 
bulkhead: At the bottom these legsare about 
30 feet apart. Each of them weighs 22 tons, is 
built of 5; inch steel plates, and in shape resem- 
bles a torpedo drawn out to a tremendous 
length, the diameter being greatest at the 
middle, where it is perhaps 212 feet, and lessen- 
ing syinmetrically toward each end. 

The third leg is ten feet longer, weighs ten 
tons more, and is of very different shape. It, 
too, is largest in the middle, and tapers at the 
ends, but it has two flat sides, with strong 
lateral braces between them. One end is 
fastened to the other legs at their lofty meeting 
place, while the other extends back to a three- 
story frame structure, packed with powerful 
hydraulic machinery, the power to operate 
which comes from a compressor a thousand 
feetaway. At the top of the shears is a colleo- 
tion of heavy pulleys, ropes from which lead to 
the hydraulic machines. The operator has his 


station in a steel structure, along the roof of 
which the third leg moves. Four levers give 
him control of the machinery. 

When he starts the third leg to traveling out 
the top of the shears'moves outover the water 
far enough to be above the holdof a vessel lying 
at the pier, and to allow the boisting tackle to 
be dropped into the depths. Then when the 
piece of freight to be raised has been hoisted 
above the deck the shears begin to move back, 
carrying their load to a point above the railway 
tracks on the wharf, where cars are ready to re- 
ceive the freight. 

That is substantially the process which will 
be pursued with the big gun, but that is too 
valuable a piece of property to be handled 
rashly. For several days the steel company 
has been busy with the last preparations for 
testing the strength of the shears and 
tackle, and making sure of the working 
of the machinery. The trials began early 
this afternoon. In the first plage an experi- 
ment was made without anwW burdens on 
the shears. The hydraulic machinery was 
set at work and the third leg was pushed out of 
the hole on the wall of the house, which so far 
had covered several feet of/its length. As the 
bottom of the leg came into view the other legs 
moved outward until the joint at the top was 
first put over the edge of the wharf 
and then over the water. Still the 
power was applied, and the shears leaned over 
the slip until, to the non-scientific eye, they 
seemed to be bound to go tumbling overboard. 
But they did nothing of the kind. When a suffi- 
cient space had been covered, the machinery 
stopped, with the pulleys hanging from the 
shears fifteen or twenty feetout from the wharf. 

So far the experiment had worked well, in 
spite of the natural stiffness of new machinery. 
Getting the machine back to ite old position 
was accomplished without much trouble, al- 
though a big steel hook on an extra brace caught 
too much strain at one time and caused a delay 
until it could be repaired. When the balance of 
the return trip ofthe traveling leg was made, 
the motion of coursé was not what could be 
called rapid. Great speed was not wanted with 
80 many tons of steel to be managed. 

Next in order came the test with a load ex- 
cecding in weight anything in the Lonquiel’s 
cargo, aud this was the real event of the day, 
the onganens for which Superintendent F. Bb. 
King, H. A. Magoun, and Capt. H. W. Stone, the 
boss rigger, had long been preparing. The 
tackle leading from the top of the shears was 
lowered and four heavy chains were made fast 
to the lower corners of tbe cradle on which the 
steel rails to be lifted had been packed. Then 
the hoisting machinery was eet at work, and 
the huge block to which the chains were at- 
tached rose until they were taut. A gang of 
workmen took a final look over the apparatus, 
and all was ready for the machinery to go ahead 
again. 

The test load rested upon four big beams, 
supported in turn by a fuundation of railway 
sleepers laid upon the tracks, which run to the 
end of the pier. On the beams was a huge 
cradle of stout timbers, giving space for twelve 
rows of twenty-five and one of twenty-four 
rails, packed so closely together that the mass 
seemed to be almostsolid. It was 30 feet long, 
almost 6 feet wide, and close to 7 feet high, In 
it were 9,720 feet of rails, enough to have laid 
& caine road for over nine-tenths of a 
mile. 

Where the uprights of the cradle were fas- 
tened to the timbers under the rails were iron 
castings designed to furnish attachments for 
four chains which extended down from an 
enormous eye bolt of Bessemer siee! hanging 
under a pulley block correspondingly impres- 
sive in size and weighing eight tons. The 
metal in the strap of the bolt was as thick 
as a man’s leg, while the six wheels 
in the pulley were as big as an 
old-fashioned bicyole driver's. Up above at 
the top of the shears was a similur block, the 
two being connected by a dozen turns of inch- 
and-a-half wire cable. The chains had links so 
massive that a man would have to use both 
hands to getagripontbem. The bolts used in 
fastening the ends to the cradiec plates would 
have filled the leg of an ordinary man’s sock 
comfertably. 

In the pilo were 324 rails, each weighing 850 
— or a total of 275,400 pounds for the lot. 

he cradle which held the rails together, built 
of stout timbers with iron castings where the 
hoisting chains were attached, weighed a ton 
more, while the chains themselves added a cou- 
ple of tons to the load the machine had to handle, 
carrying it up to just about 130tons. The 
shears, including the blocks and cables, came 
close to 160 tons in weight, while the hydraulic 
machinery hidden from view behfnd the walls of 
the power house, brought the total weight of 
the appliances, it was tigured, up to 4V0 tons. 

The pressure used was 1,650 pounds. Braces 
had been run from the top of the shears to pil- 
ings across the slip, and half a dozen hoisting 
engines were ready to pull on ropes wherever 
need for their services arose. 

The signalto start the hoisting machinery 
again was given, and the cables on the great 
pulley seemed turned into iron bars by the 
strain. Fora momentor two it was hard to 
tell whether the cradle had been fairly started 
or not. The 130-ton weight was not te be 
easily persuaded to risk itself in the air. Beside 
the big — block hung a little one with a 
single wheel. Chains running from it were at- 
tached to the cradle, and with its aay the test 
load began to move. It rose steadily, if slowly, 
and as itsewung clear of its timber foundation 
the spectators had a chance to observe how the 
enormous weight had bent the beams. 

Once in the airthe mass of raile swung as a 
bucket swings when one drags it up out of a 
country well, but the motion was alight. Slowly 
the wheels above revolved, and slowly the test 
weight rose untilit was six feet clear of the 
ground, and then the hoisting machinery was 
ty A score of workmen jumped forward, 
and, ranning fearlessly under the huge mass 
of steel, began te tear up the old bed 
of timbers and relay it a half dozen 
feet inboard from the railway track. Others 
dragged - two big blocks and hooked them to 
the side of the cradle, while the ends of their 
ropes were carried to twoof the engines. 
of this was slow work, and it was half an hour 
from the time the rails were raised before they 
wore dropped on their new resting-piace, to 
which the engines dragged them with moch 
loud putting, while the machinery of the shears 
worked away slowly without making any fuss. 

No attempt was raade to try and swing the 
test load out overthe water. The steel com- 
pany’s officers proceeded to have the gear of 
the shears limbered up before making that 
part of the exporiment, there being an excel- 





lent opportunity afforded for the limbering up 
process in removing from the Lonqulel’s hold 
some of the smaller packages which are too 
heavy for the ordinary tackle carried by the 
steamer. - 

Before the big gun is raised it is likely that a 
still heavier eyebolt will be put on the hoisting 
apparatus. 6 steel company’s representa- 
tives declared themselves much pleased with 
the results of the day, which they sald bad 
demonstrated the lifting power of their appar- 
atus and its ability to handle the Krupp mon- 
ster. By their calculations the test showed a 
g00d margin of safety over the weight of the 
gun. The rails and their cradle and chains were 
about eight tons heavier than the rifie and the 
supports on which it will be hoisted tut of the 
eteamer’s hold, for, although the gun is called 
the “ 124-tonner,” it is really about two tons 
short of that figure.

UNUSUAL COURT-MARTIAL

A RETIRED ARMY OFFICER TO BE 

TRIED FOR DUPLICATING ACCOUNTS. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—An order was issued 
to-day by Secretary of War Lamont for so un- 
usual a purpose as the trial by court-martial of 
an olficer on the retired list of the army.

A MURDERER TAKEN FROM THE 
SHERIFF AND HANGED. 


WILLIAM FRASIER, A DRUNKEN MINER, 
WITHOUT WARNING KILLS HIS WIFE 
AND SISTER-IN-LAW AND MUTILATES 
HIS BABY—A MOB OF ENRAGED 
MINERS WREAK VENGEANOE. 


Des Mornes, Iowa, Maroh 22.—The Register 
has just received the following dispatch from 
Albia: A brutal and shocking tragedy oc 
curred at Hiteman,a mining town near this 
Place, this morning. William Frasier was a 
drunken miner, living with his family, consist- 
ing of his wife and one babe, at Carbondale. 
A few days ago, on account of Frasier’s drunk- 
enness and abuse, his wife, taking her babe, left 
him and went to Hiteman to stay with her ais- 
ter, Mrs. Smith. 

Yesterday evening Frasier came to this place 
and went to Hiteman early this morning. Im- 
mediately after arriving there he inquired for 
the residence of Mr. Smith, and, being informed, 
went immediately to the house, walked in, and, 
without a word, plunged a knife into his wife's 
heart, Killing her almost instantly. 

Mrs. Smith, hearing the disturbance in the 
room, was coming from the kitchen, when 
Frasier, with the ory of a demon, sprang upon 
her, driving his knife to the hilt in her breast. 
She died in a few moments. 

Not having enough of his fiendish work, he 
then proceeded to torture and mutilate his own 
babe of a few months old, nearly severing one 
leg from the body and badly cutting the child 
otherwise. 

Neighbors, hearing the disturbance, rushed in, 
and Frasier immediately made for the woods. 
The enraged citizens went in hot pursuit. 
After about, two hours of exciting chase 
Frasier was captured about two miles 
from here, without the least resistance, by 
Joe Box, Joe Lewis, and a Mr. Gricw He was 


turned over to the Sheriff and posse, who had 
gone from here to bring him to this place. 

The Sheriff put Frasier in a light wagon and 
started for Albia with all speed possible, when 
they were overtaken by an infuriated mob of 
miners, who compelled the Sheriff to surrender 
the prisoner over tothem. The officers did all 
in their power to save the man, but to no effect. 

Frasier was taken to Hiteman and made to 
look upon his bloody work, and then promptly 
hung to the limb of a tree near town. 

No motiveis given for the oritme, except the 
anger caused by his wife leaving him. The 
child’s chanoes of recovery are pronounced by 
surgeons as very good.

THAN CAPTURE. 


A SOLDIER, PURSUED FOR KILLING HIS 
GUARD, 8HOOTS HIMSELF. 


CHEYENNE, Wyoming, March 22.—The biggest 
sortof a surprise developed at the inyuest of 
Ed L. Jones, one of the soldiers buried at 
Fort Russell Sunday afternoon as the re- 
sult of some lively shooting twenty-four 
hours before. Jones, who was a _ pris- 
oner awaiting trial by general  court- 
martial, killed Herman Ungerer, and ran 
to the hills. He was followed by half a score of 
military and civic posses. Two soldiers over- 
took him. He turned on them with his pistol. 
One of the pursuers fired twice with a rifle and 


Jones dropped and died. One wound tore away 
most of his upper jaw. The other was over the 
right ear and made a very small hole. 

Three surgeons had a post-mortem over Jones 
yesterday morning, but nothing was known of 
their tinding until they came before the Cor- 
oner’s jury. There it was shown that the bullet 
which entered above the eur and made 
the fatal wound was from Jones’s pistol. Two 
soldiers testified that the man fired after he 
was down. They were 300 yards away and 
could not see distinctly. ‘The verdict of the 
jury was that Jones came to his death by his 
own hand. Two men have been arrested 
charged with furnishing the pistol with which 
Jones killed the guard. 

In his effects to-day the officers found a 
“death list,”’ in which he detailed fancied in- 
dignities, and then wrote: ‘I will kili Col Po- 
land, the Commandant, Capt. Rogers, and Uapt. 
Bennett.” Several knives and pistols and a 
number of stolen articles were found in his 
chest. Ungerer, who was Filled by Jones, had 
$500 in money in his box, and letters showing 
that on discharge he was to wed a gir! in In- 
dianapolis,

THE PRESIDENT’S CALLERS. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—Judge D. Cady Her- 
rick of Albany made good the announcement in 
the dispatches to THE NEW-YORK Times this 
morning by calling upon the President this 
afternoon. He was accompanied by Represent- 
ative Charles Tracey of Albany and James Mc- 
Intyre, Superintendent of the Albany Penitep- 
tiary. 

While they were waiting in the President's 
private apartment for the President to con- 
clude his conversation with other callers, the 
attention of Mr. Tracey, who is an unusually 
observant person, was attracted by an in- 
dividual who stood near Mr. Cleveland.

THE WIDOW OUT-GENERALS THE TRUS= 
TEES OF HER HUSBAND’S ESTATE. 


Boston, Mareh 22.—There arestrange tenants 
in the house 2 Tremont Place. They consist of 
@ stern and silent sherift’s keeper and two 
canines of the fighting persuasion and with 
forbidding faces. 

The property is a part of the estate of the 
late Paran Stevens, and during the last few 
months has been the subject of contention 
in a lively and interesting legal battle.

She wanted these tenante 
to stay, and when they went she waxed ex- 
ceedingly wroth She made several at- 
tempts to reinstate them, but the trustees 
had the call, and until day before yesterday the 
place has remained as empty as an endowment 
order treasury: Mre, Paran Stevens then de- 
clared that she would sell the property, but the 
trustees said nay. As trustees they alone had 
the right to convey, and then only by an order 
of the court. And so matters stood until Mon- 
day, when the widow made a somewhat start- 
ling move. She entered into an agreement with 
one Leary of New-York to sell her interest in 
the property, and within twenty-four hours 
after signing the agreement executed a deed of 
conveyance. 

As this sale was In defiance of the trustees, it 
was to be expected that they would take some

BUILDING A LINE FROM OGDENSBURG

EVERYTHING BAST OF THAT HIS- 
TORIC STREAM—THE STORY OF A

NEW-YORK CANADIAN PACIFIC LINB 
TO BEGIN VERY SOOX. 


A railroad project is being quietly pushed 
along which is designed to let the Canadian Pa- 
cific Road into New-York independently of the 
other trunk lines which terminate here. Men 
with money and credit back of them have or 
ganized the New-York Canadian Pacific Rall- 
road and Hudson Docking Company, with a 
Capital of $10,506,000. Surveys have been 
made and most of the right of way secured for 
@ line of railroad from Ogdensburg via Schenec- 
tady to points on the New-York and Newark 
Bays, and itis proposed to begin the work of 
construction very soon. 

The object of this new road is, avowedly, to 
afford the Canadian Pacific Railroad an entrance 
into this city. For several years that great 
Canadian corporation has been endeavoring to | 
secure a New-York terminus, and its efforts in 
that respect have kept the Vanderbilts on the 
alert. The fact that the Canadian Pacitio Rail- 
road Company was negotiating to make the 


Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg a part of 
ita system was what impelled the New-York 
Central Company to buy the Watertown Road. 

The New-York Canadian Pacific Raiiway Com- 
pany was formerly known as the New-York, 
Ottawa and Northwestern. The name was 
changed about two years ago, when the Cana- 
dian Pacific Company proposed to furnish the 
money to build the road. The financial strin- 
gency caused by the failure of the Baring 
Brothers in London, coupled with other cir- 
cumstances, necessitated a change in the Cana- 
dian Pacific’s plans, and now that company 
prefers to remain in the background and allow 
a@ New-York corporation to build the new line. 

A meeting of the stockholders of the New- 
York, Canadian Pacific Railway Company was 
held in Albany last Tuesday. Mr. Joseph H. 
Ramsey of Howe’s Cave, Schoharie County, 
this State, was elected President; Mr. Minnard 
Harder, Vice President; Mr. William 8. Carman 
of this city, Treasurer, and William L. M., 
Phelps, Secretary. Mr. Ramsey was a leading 
spirit in the construction of the Albamy and 
Susquehanna Railroad, of which he was Presi- 
dent until that road was acquired by the Dela- 
ware and Hudson Company. It was resolved at 
the meeting to proceed with the work of baild- 
ing the New-Jersey end of the road without de 
lay. 

The new line will be a New-York exten: 
sion of the Canadian Pacific Railroad from 
Prescott, Ontario, which is Just.across the river 
from Ogdensburg. The distance from Ogdons 
burg to the terminals in New-Jersey is about 
350 miles. This, it is asserted, will be mucb 
shorter than any other route fromthe St. Law- 
rence River to New-York City. The charters of 
the entire line, through the State of New-York 
as well as the terminal in New-Jersey, have 
been organized] separately, in accordance with 
the laws of the two States. The mapsand pro 
files showing the surveys and the orgamizatiox 
papers have been filed in the different counties 
as required by law. 

The property of the terminal company ‘is situ- 
ated at Cranford, N. J., which is considered a 
very convenient point for making connections 
with lines running to Jersey City, Weehawken, 
or Staten Island. The terminal line will be 
commenced first, and it will extend westerly 
and northerly by way of Saddle River to the 
point of connection with the proposed main line 
near Suffern, on the State line between New- 
Jersey and New-York. This terminal line will 
form a belt road through New-Jersey-and it will 
connect with other railroad lines, receiving and 
transferring passergers and freight. 

One of the charters under which the line 
through this State ia to be builtis that of the 
New-York and Albany Railroad Company, 
which was organized to construct a railroad 
along and near the west side of the Hudson 
River. The surveys and estimates were mad¢ 
from Albany to Hoboken, N. J., by C. W. Wentz, 
chief engineer. He figured the cost for land, 
damages, construction, and equipment at 
$9,164,610, putlabor and materials cost much 
more then than now. After the construction of 
the West Shore Road the line of the New-Yor¥ 
and Albany was set back from the river, from 
eight to fifteen miles, to the baseof the Catskills, 
The change reduced the distance and afforded 
more favorable grades. There have already 


been secured more than 100 miles of the right 
of way through the most expensive lands to and 
along the base of the Catskills. In several of 
the towns prominent and responsible residents 
have entered into contracts tv furnish the right 
of way through the said towns without cose to 
the company. The projectors of this enterprise 
estimate that the remaining lands required, 
outside of New-Jersey, will not cost to exceed 
$1,000 a mile. A survey and estimates ne = 
by George Yost, engineer, makes the cost of the 
new line from Schenectady to Newark $5,298.- 
627. 

When completed, the New-York Canadian Pa- 
citic Rallroad will be the shortest line for Cana- 
dian railway tratiic to and from New-York City. 
It will bring business from the great North- 
west and a large rtion of Canada via the 
Canadiau Pacific, and with the Canadian Pa- 
citic’s line of steamers to China and Japan it 
wil] form one continuous line of transportation 
from the Orient across this continent to the At- 
lantic seaboard. Itis estimated that at least 
100 miles will be saved in the distance be- 
tween New-York and Ogdensburg and Waddinz- 
ton. At the last-named placea bridge will be 
pullt over the St. Lawrence River,a charter 
having already been obtained from the United 
States and Canadian Governments. The new 
road will have the local and through traffic of 
the Lehigh and Lackawanna anthracite coal 
trade. The Lehigh and Hudson Road will aiso 
connect with the new line, forming another 
route from the coal region north, through tie 
State of New-York, where it will obtain return 
freights of the magnetic and other ores from 
the Adirondack region. For abous fifty miles 
as the new line skirte along the base of tho 
Catskills it will pass through a section contain- 
ing an immense quantity of flagging and curb

In a olrcular setting forth the advantages of 
the New-York Canadian Pacifio Railroad its 
projectors say: “This will open anosher im- 
ortantline less in distance to and from the 
ity of New-York via the Canadian Pacitie 
Road to 8t.

Mr. J. H. Rameay, President of the new line, 
fs now in this city. He admitted, after 
much questioning, last evening that arrange- 
ments were being made to build the New- 

Jersey end of the road, and he hoped that 
by the time that work was under way the con- 
struction of the main line through thie State 
might be commenced. He was confident that 
the proposed line would be built, and he had no 
deubt about the company’s ability to raise the 
necessary funds. He remarked that he and his 
associates built the Albany and Susquehanna 
Road without borrowing a dollar on bonds, and 
he thought that the New-York Canadian Pa- 
cific line would be constructed in much the 
game way. 

When soked how his road would get to the 
Hudeon River or to New-York City, he replied: 
“ We shall have terminals on New-York Harbor 
ae wellas on Newark Bay. There will be no 
trouble about getting to New-York, for any one 
of the roads with which we will conneot at 
Cranford—the Jersey Central or the Baltimore 
and Ohio—will be glad to afford us facilities, for 
reaching the river.” 

Upon being asked whether his road was likely 
te reach the Hudsen by way of the new tunnel 
through the Palisades, near Weehawken, Mr. 
Rameay said: “ Well, we might do that, but of 
course that would be a matter for future con- 
sideration.” Mr. Ramsay did not admit that the 
Canadian Pacific Road had any interest in the 
construction of the Palisades tunnel The gen- 
eral opinion among railroad men in this vi- 
dinity, however, is that the Canadian Pacific is 
the real backer of the big tunnel scheme. 

It will not surprise some railroad men if in

AGAINST THE HEALTH BILL, 


THE ACADEMY OF MEDICINE SAYS IT 


DOES NOT MEBTTHE REQUIREMENTS. 


In addition to ite memorial te Gov. Flower 
calling attention to the insufficiency of the 
Webster bill for the protection of the sanitary 
condition of the Croton watershed, the Academy 
of Medicine, through ite ceunsel, Charies 
Stewart Davison, yesterday sent the following 


telegram to the Governor: 

“Pursuant to your suggestion thatthe public 
health law now about being enacted, constituting 
Dhapter 25 of the General Laws (Senate Bill new 

amber 420), be examined in connection with the 

tion Tecommended by the Academy of 
edicine as necessary for the immediate sanitation 
the Croton watershed during the coming Sum- 
er, would say I have carefully examined the same. 

“ ft does not meet the requirements of the present 
situation. Section 6, (in Article I.,) concerning 
muisances, is inoperative upon the questions in- 
volved, since the majer portion of the present 
sources of contamination are not, strictly speaking, 
common-law or public nuisances. Nor would this 
section, when tested, be judicially construed in 
dero; on of the common law to constitute anything 
ana ce not so under ordinary legal rules, 

“'The power of the State Board of Health to certify 
any matter to be a nuisance would be subject to 
supervision by the courts, and temporary injunco- 
tions to test this question in particular instances 
would be obtainable in sufficient numbers to prevent 
such relief as the immediate situation demands. 

Sections 70 to 74 (in Article V.) comoerning pota- 
bie waters provide a method too cumbersome and de- 
tailed for the present emergency. They require a 
preliminary eix anys ge blication of the rales follow- 
ed by an inspection and the service of acopy of the 
regulation violated; on non-compliance & notification 
to the State Board and an examination by it, with 
thereafter ten days’ notice to comply with the rule 
violated; then merely an action in a court of record, 
to be tried in the local county for an injunction as 
the ultimate remedy. 

Also, where a matter is not a public nuisance no 
action is maintainabie until after the municipality af. 
fected shall have itself constructed a new, or changed 
the existing, system of sewerage or provided meth- 
ods of purification or removed the buildings. All 
this is far too cumbersome for the present situation. 

Meanwhilethe provisions of these sections—i. ¢., 
Section 4 (in Article L,) see Lines 8 and 9 and Seo- 
tions 70 to 74 (in Article V.)—demonstrate the im- 
propriety of the bill now in your hands for signa- 
ture, making the same mere special legislation on a 
subject to be covered by a general enactment. ‘Iwo 
contlicting methods of accomplishing the same thing 
in the Particular localities would arise—one special, 
one general. Also, it puts in the hands of a singie in- 
dividual official, not necessarily fitted to exercise the 
special discretion involved, that which, for the State 
at Jarge, is propgriy intrusted toa body of experts. 
The existence of these actions justifies the 7 
and purport of the original amendment preposed by 
the Academy of Medicine, which sought the subetitu- 
tion of a proper Commission for the individual official 
nemed in the bill; which amendment was rejected 
by the Senate committee. This celiberate expres- 
sion by the revisers of the general laws demon- 
etrates the impropriety of the project of substitating 
one individual for the board.

HOME OF SAMUEL ADAMS 


—_——e : 
NOW MARKED WITH A BRONZE 
TABLET. 


IT WAS THE GIFT OF THE MASSACHU- 
SETTS SOCIETY OF SONS OF THE 
REVOLUTION—ERRONEOUS IMPRES- 
SIONS CONCERNING CERTAIN BUSI- 
NESS COMPLICATIONS CORRECTED. 


Boston, March 22.—Those who passed slong 
the south side of Winter Street yesterday saw 
for the first time a handsome bronze tablet fast- 
ened on the wall of the Winter Place corner of 
the building oooupied by Shepard, Norwell & Co, 
The inscription reads as follows: 

On this aite once stood the 
ROME OF SAMUEL ADAMS, 
Who bought it May, 1784, 

And died in it Oct. 2, 18038. 

In grateful memory of the 
FATHER OF THE REVOLUTION 
This tablet is placed by the 
Massachusetts Society of 
Bons of the Revolution. 

1893. 

Samuel Adams not only received the title of 
“Father of the Revolution,” but also bore 
that of “Father of the Democracy.” He has 
also been called the *‘ Last of the Puritans,” and 
by his Tory contemporaries, on account of his 
trade of brewer, inherited from his father, 
‘Bam, the Malster.” That his Tory. friends 
were appreciative of the reputation earned by 
his attacks on the Government can be seen by 
the following quotation from Rivington’s Aoyal 


Gazette in a caricature on a General Thanks- 
giving appointed by the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Court: 
THANKS UPON THANKS. 
A Grace for the poor of Boston. 

Thanks to Hancock for Thanksgiving, 

Thanks to God for oug good living 

Thanks to Gage for ene evil, 

And for souroe of discord evil, 

Thanks to Adams and the devil. . 

Thanks may be also accorded to Samuel 
Adams for the awakening of John Hancook’s 
interest in the oause of =. and the 
weight of his infinence and wealth bearing fa- 
vorably en the side of the patriots. 

Though in business as a brewer, Adams was 
educated at Harvard, and was destined by his 
father for the ministry. But his temperament 
was for more active employment. His success 
in business was prevented 4 neglect of ite du- 
ties, but this was supplanted by his interest in 
the political issues of the day. 

Hie leniency in money matters brought a 
cloud upon his name, which Jater obsoured it in 
the minds of some, but which has been effect- 
mally dispelled in late years. As Collector 
he failed to press the collection of taxes 
of many unfortunate people, and he became in- 
debted forthe amounts duefrom them. Bya 
document which appeared two year ago in the 
Prof. Leffingwell collection of autographs, sold 
in this city, the truth was shown. It was not 
& misappropriation of funds. 

The abuse to which the Adams homestead 
had been subjected by the Tories and sol- 
diers necessitated new quarters, and after the 
declaration of peace in May, 1784, the house on 
Winter Street was purohased of John Bois, who 
had bought it under an act of the General 
Court ef 1781 for the sale of absentees’ estates 
for the payment of debts. 

It was a three-story wooden house, with an 
L fronting on the street, With a garden in 
the rear it formed part of the estate of BSyl- 
vanus Gardiner, a loyalist absentee. 

A substantial-leeking structure, built in the 
early part of the eighteenth century, and 
originally painted yellow, in its latter days it 
had taken en a weather-beaten and dingy ap- 
pearance. Ita front door was ornamented wit 
a brass knocker, and was surmounted over its 
arched entrance by a bow window. A single 
step led to the broad é6ntry, from which heavily- 
capped banisters led to the upper stories. 

On the ground floor, with windows descend- 
ing to within two feet of the ground, were par- 
lors, one of which was used by Mr. Adams asa 
ea The parior had a large fireplace with 
huge brass andirens and blue tiles. On the 
wells were paintings of Mr. and Mrs. Adams 
and pictures of eminent Americans. 

The thoroughfare new known as Winter 
treet had formerly been known as Blott’s Lane 
and Bannister’s Lane, and in the early part of 
the century the houses on the same side of the 
atreet were of a similar style to that of Mr. 
Adams, with the exception of a few small 
shops, one of which, a barber's, steod next to 
Mr. Adams's, and between it and Tremont 
Street. 

On pleasant days, in his caine years, his 
erect figure, a little above the medium height, 
in tie wig, cocked hat, buckled shoes, knee 
breeches, and red cloak, could be seen in front 
of his domicile, as was the case when, on the 
inauguration of Gov. Caleb strong, the Chief 
Execative passed with bis suite, and with uncov- 
ered head paid his respects to his revered 
predecessor. 

The daily walke became Jess frequent and the 
steps more slow and feeble. The mind oocea- 
sionally wandered, and on Oct. 2, 1803, the 
church belis of Boston tolled for the p ~ men 4 
away of *‘our political parent,” as was fittingly 
announced in the next issue of the .ndependent 
Chronicle; on Ost. 6. 

The remains were escorted by the Independ- 
ent Cadets and various bodies of the citizens of 
Boston up Winter street to Tremont, down Tre- 
mont to West Street, through Washington 
Street, Court and Tremont Streets to the Gran- 
ary Burying Ground, where the body was 
piaced im the Checkly tomb. 

In 1857 the remains were examined end iden- 
tifed, but no monument bas yet been erected 
by posterity to the “ Father of the Kevolttion,”’ 
though thousands pass within a few feet of his 
resting place every day. 

His dweiling place was supplanted about 
1820 by two substantial granite houses, with 
yards in the front and gardens in the rear, and 
occupied by an iron merchant, J. F. Priest, and 
a wealthy ship owner, T. B. Wales. 

Their neighbors were gentee! and the locality 
was peopled by the solid citizens of Boston, 
who were succeeded in the following cenera- 
tiens by a host of doctors and dentists. They in 
their turn departed and left the jfield for the 
present occupants, who have created there the 
centre of the retail trade of Boston.

The Personal Registration Bill Passed. 

ALBANY, March 22.—The Republican mem- 
bers of Assembly were surprised to find on 
their files this morning a treshly-printed copy 
of the Personal Registration bill, with the 
amendments introduced in the House Judiciary 
Committee yesterday afternoon. 

It is a most unusual proceeding for a bill 
under consideration in committee to be printed 


before itis reported to the House. Mr. Ains- 
worth (Rep., Oswego,) criticised it accordingly, 
and was exceedingly wrathful over it. There 
was a great bic tem t in a very little teapot, 
and Mr. Malby, the Republican leader, threat 
ened that, unless the minority received fairer 
treatment in the future, legisiation would be of 
@ very limited character. 

After a prolonged debate, during which the 
customary charges of city corruption at elec- 
tions were made by the country members and of 
country corruption by the city members, the 
bill was passed by a strict party vote, 73 to 52. 

The amendments are 7" from those 
that have been printed in THE NEw-YorK 
Ti. «s, amd practically destroy the radical 
features which formed the main ges a to 
the original bill. The bill now permits the In- 
spectors of Election in villages and towns to 
copy the poll list of the preceding election, and 
compels all new voters and persons who have 
failed to vote at the preceding election to regis- 
ter.

Boston, Mareh 22.—To-day the Spring exhibi- 
tion of the Massachusetts Horticultural Soolety 
was opened, and a crowd of horticultural enthu- 
siasts have viewed it. 

Mrs. John L. Gardner’s conservatories are 
well represented. The hyacinths and tulips are 
superb, among the former the “ King of the 
Blues,” *‘ Lord Macaulay,” and “ Ferne Khan” 
being pre-eminent, and among the latter the 
great “‘King of the Yellow,” in full golden 
glory, attracting much attention. The prim- 
roses and naroissi are notable. 

Biebreoht & Wadley of New-York show a dozen 
specimens of rare orohids. One (Anth. Wardii) 


is of a vivid brick red, with a soarlet serpent 
coil attached. Backed by green leaves, the ef- 
fectisodd. They also show a magnificent new 
rose, hameless as yet, which resembles La 
France, though deeper in color. 

One of the interesting displays ie made by the 
United States Nursery at Short Hilla, N. J. The 
collection includes a crested sword fern, a po- 
tato plant with delicate ailver-leaf foliage, whieh 
would make a beautiful house plant; a new 
7 or arrowroot, and a new gray cypripe- 

um. 

James Conley, gardener for F. B. Hayes, ex- 
hibits a queer little specimen of the sago palm 
which he brought from Japan. It is said to 
have been in this same pot fifty yeara, while 
the plant itself is 125 years old. It is carefully 
set in a ginss case. 

Thé Bussey Institute makes a full display. 
On the main stand are some exquisite lilies of 
the valley, some good tulips and hyacinths, 
frescias, anemones, jonquils, cineraria, and a 
fine display of deciduous shrub, which include 
syringas, rhododendrons, and the cape broom. 

George M. Anderson of Milton sent three pots 
of stately Easter lilies and some very fine cycla- 
men and magaificent cineraria, great masses of 
purple, blue, and blue and white bleom that 
catohes all eyes. 

In the rear of the hall E. W. Gilmore of South 
Easton bas a very creditable array of orchids. 
He bas a leaning toward the grotesque in the 
cultivation ef this plant. There are also some 
fine primroses and primulas there. 

The cinerarum is a specialty of E. & Converse 
of Malden. who sends some forty specimens, 
generally very attractive. 

The front of the hall is occupied by William 8. 
Ewell & 8on’s hyacinths and lilies. Hyacinths, 
in fact, predominate this year. 

The lower hall is dedicated to fruit and vege- 
tables. Around it potatoes, greens of various 
kinds, prize apples and pears are artistically 
arranged, while a grove of azaleas in the centre 
takes off the market garden effect. The exhibi- 
tion is to remain open four days.

LABOR VS. FEDERAL COURTS, 
—_———»———_ 
JUDGE RICKS’S DECISION TO BE FOUGHT 


TO THE DEATH. 


TeRRE HavtTeE, Ind., Mareh 22.—Thomas W. 

Harper, general counsel of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen, bitterly assails the recent 
decision of Judge Ricks of Toledo. Chief Sar- 
gent has ordered Mr. Harper to contest the de- 
cision along with Frank Hurd, who represents 
the engineers, and he will go to Toledo on 
Friday. In his opinion, Mr. Harper says: 
' “he order is unprecedented. While a mandamus 
will lie against a public official, to compel him to 
perform a duty imposed upon him by law, there is 
not @ case on record where a private citizen has been 
ne by mandamus to continue in any employ- 
men 

“If Judge Ricks should decide to resign, what 

wer could compel him to remain on the bench! If 

hese firemen have violated any contract they had 
with the company the company would have an action 
against them for damages. ‘That is all. 

“The order of Judge Ricks requiring the Grand 
Masters of the firemen and engineers to suspend 
that partof the by-laws pertaining tea strike can 
have no efiect. That clause was adopted by the 
Grand Lodge, and is alike binding on Grand Masters 
and members. The Grand Master has no power to 
revoke it any more than the humblest member of the 
order. 

“‘ as for the three-hundred-thonsand-dollar-damage 
suit for ordering the strike, there is no law where a 
man becomes liable for advising a man to quit 
work to get higher wages. If the railroad companies 
oan combine and decrease the price of labor and 
Jabor can’t combine to obtain inoreased pay for its 
tol, then, by decree of the Federal Court, the Amer- 
ican laborer is reduced to the condition of the Rus- 
sian serf. 

‘This decision will have the effect of putting life 
into a movement to cause Federal Judges to be 
elected by the people.” 

TOLEDO, Ohio, Maroh 22.—The hearing of the 
Lake Shore engineers and firemen who refused 
to handle Ann Arbor freight was continued in 
the United States Cireuit Court to-day. The 
testimony of the various officials showed that 
the order of Judge Ricks was not shown to the 


mep until after they had said that they would 
not handle the Ann Arbor cars. 

The officials intended that the order shonld be 
the last resort after persuasion had failed. The 
testimony brought out the fact, however, that 
the men, before they said they would not handle 
the cars, had said, ‘* We quit the service of the 
company.” 

General Superintendent Caniff of the Lake 
Shore testified that he hud received a telegram 
from J. W. Wftson, a Lake Shore engineer, say- 
ing: * We ask you in the interest of peace and 
harmony not to ask Lake Shore engineers to 
handle Ann Arbor freight.” 

*“*T answered,”’ said Mr. Caniff, ‘‘that the re- 
quest could not be granted, as much of the busi- 
ness of the Ann Arbor when turned over to us 
was our business also, and as common carriers 
we were obliged to handle it by law. 

“T called a meeting of some thirty-five of our 
engineers and told them that it was my desire 
that we should not be brought into this trouble, 
and to impress it upon them thatit was our 
duty to transact the business. I told them that 
the law was plain, and if it was violated it 
would be a serious matter and that some one 
would be responsible. 

* Later I received a telegram ‘rem Mr. Wat- 
gon atating that the strike could not be settled 
honorably, and that the laws of the Brother- 
hood would be enforced.” — 


PROF. GUNTON ON JUDGE RICK8’S ORDER. 
President Gunton of the School of Social 


Economics lectured last evening at 84 Union: 


Square on the Ann Arbor Railroad strike and 
the order of Judge Ricks to Chief Arthur to re- 
call the boycott and strike. Prof. Gunton re- 
garded the order of Judge Ricks as an act of 
Secialism and a logical sequel to the inter-State 
commerce law, which forbids discrimination in 
railroad rates against any one. This piece of 
paternal legislation, which handed over the 
railroads to the Government, it new appeared 
had also handed over the laborers as well, and a 
railroad employe now practically worked for 
the Government. 

Edward III. of England, in 1350, deeslared that 
every man who asked more for his labor than 
he had done several years before would be put 
into prison and be branded with a red-hot iron. 
Prof. Gunton said that if matters went on as 
they are going, the red-hot iron would again be 
brought out of the fire to brand employes.

RECORD BROKE BY OXFORD 


A GREAT TRIUMPH FOR THE DARE 
BLUE OABSMEN. 


ONLY FOR A MOMENT WAS CAMBRIDGE 
ON EVEN TERMS WITH HER OP- 
PONENT—BEATEN BY TWO AND A 
HALF LB&BNGTHS~—FOUR STRAIGHT 
FOR OXONIANS, 


LONDON, March 22.—Oxford won the great ’ Varsity 
‘oat race with Oambridge to-day. The time was 
18:47, the best time ever made over the course. 
The best previous record was last year, when Oxford 
rowed the four anda quarter miles in 19:21. 

Of the forty-nine annual beat races that have been 
wontested by the Universities of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge six only have been rowed on days of the week 
other than Saturday. The selection of Wednesday 
this year caused disappointment to many thousands 
of persons, who look forward to the greatest ama- 
teur rowing event of the year as one of their chief 
holidays, and who are unable to leave their various 
occupations on any day but Saturday. 

The absence of these disappointed spectators was 
not, however, apparent to-day. The crowds who 
line the course are always so immense that a few 
thousand more or less make comparatively little 
difference. The usual enthusiasm and light-hearted 
gayety was evident everywhere, and there was the 
customary abundance of the amusements that thrive 
on aholiday. On Putney Bridge before the race 
began serried rows of people lined the parapet and 
watched the preparations for the start with eager 
interest. On the wide foreshore, too, in frontof the 
rowing club houses a great crowd gathered to cheer 
their favorites as they appeared. Kach side of the 
river was lined with tugs, barges, wherries, and all 
manner of odd craft accommodating sightseers, 
whose laughter and merriment were drowned by 
the blatant strains of brass bands, the wails of con- 
certinas, and the fiendish shrieks of steam whistles. 

Ashore and afloat there was a gay showof bunt 
ing. In this respect the picturesque group of boat 
club houses at Putney was the chief attraction. 
Here there is plenty of room for the display of uni- 
‘versity colors and the colors of the various clubs 
owning the buildings, and the opportunity was not 
missed. Elsewhere along the course balconies were 
filled with gayly-dressed ladies, and the scene was 
ne of constant brightness. 

It had been decided, after some hesitation, to make 
the start as usual from Putmey Bridge, finishing at 
Mortlake. A difficulty of a rather serious nature 
had arisen, owing to the progress of repairs to the 
‘Mmassive iron bridge, by which the Southwestern 
Railway crosses the river at Barnes, at a point some 
three-quarters of a mile from the finish. The bridge 
is supported by two sete of tubular iron pillars, 
Which divide the river into three channels. 

At the pier between the Middlesex and centre 
arches a stockade of piles is now driven into the bed 
of the river on the lower or London side. The stock- 
ade points toward the Surrey shore, and it had been 
found that although there was plenty of room for 
two eights to pass abreast through the centre arch 
of the bridge, both boate would have to go right over 
to the Barnes shore in order to obtain a clear course. 
To have ordered one boat to take the centre and the 
other the Middlesex arch would have been to handi- 
‘wap the outside craft. 

After discussion between the officers of the Thames 
Conservancy and the Presidents of the rival clabas, 
it was, however, considered feasible for both boats 
to use the centre arch, and it was decide! to adopt 
the usual course, although it was foreseen that it 
would be necessary to keep the crews closer to the 
Surrey shore than is customary, or as a rule desir- 
able. 

The start took place from the stone road bridge at 
Putney. The patience of the waiting crowds at this 
point was at length rewarded by seeing the Cam- 
bridge crew leave the boathouse of the Leander Club 
in their boat and take the water as the challengers 
in the race. Ina few moments they were out in the 
tideway, their light blue caps and jackets and their 
@ar blades of the same tint being conspicuous in 
spite of the confusion caused by a few tardy launches 
and wherries straggling to get out of the way and 
succeeding mainly in getting in it. The crew cer- 
tainly looked very fine as they paddled leisurely 
with machine-lixe precision to the moored skiff from 
which they were to start. Needless to say, they 
‘were lustily cheered by their friends and sympa- 
thizers. Hardly had the noisy greeting subsided 
when the Oxford men emerged from their head- 
quarters, at the London Rowing Club, and took their 
Doat to the waterside. 

Their appearance was the signal for an outburst 
ef cheering from those who fancied the dark-biue 
crew. Once out from the shore, they paddled, with 
somewhat more vigor than their opponents, to their 
appointed place, the dark blades of their oars dip- 
Ping simultaneously with clockwork reguiarity.

All being in readiness, the official starter tired his 
pistol and, amid the shouts of thousands of admirers 
and the heoting and screaming of steam whistles 
and sirens, the crews shot up stream to decide their 
fiftieth contest. Close behind them followed the 
umpire in a tiny steam launch and ata respeciful 
distance four clumsy paddle-wheel steamers of the 
,kind used for the ordinary passenger traffic of the 
Fiver. These wallowing leviathans carried certain 
wily = ersone—one being loaded with guests of 

he Oxford University Boat Clab, a second with 
those of the Cambridge Club, another with friends of 
the umpire, and the fourth with representatives of 
the London press. Yells of excitement and shouts of 
encouragement to both crews arose all along the 
course as she boats came in sight,and aa they 
passed, craft of every kind to be seen on the Thames 
closed in behind and crowded after. 

It was exactly 4:54 when the pistol was fired, 
Cambridge caught the water first, and obtained a 
slight lead, whichias Clasper’s boathouse was 
reached amounted toabout three feet. Both crews 
were pulling thirty-eight strokes to the minute. It 
‘was & Very pretty and olose race to Hammersmith 
Bridge, a mile and ape qnarters from the start. 
Here Oxford, who in the intervening distance had 
forged to the front, had a lead of a quarter ofa 
length. The light blues, however, let themselves 
out passing the bridge, and their spurt placed them 
level with theiropponents. ‘This position they were 
unable to maintain, and when the Lead Mills, a very 
short distance beyond Hammersmith Bridge, was 
reached the Oxonians were again slowly but surely 
regaining their lead. 

Never after were the Cambridge crew able to catch 
up with their opponents. At Chiswick Eyot, the 
emall island in the Oorney Keach, about two miles 
and a half from the start, the Cambridge crew made 
another spurt, put their efforts were vain, the Ox- 
onians, who were then three feet ahead, easily keep. 
ing their advantage. —

VANDERBILTS NEW FAST AND 
HANDSOME YACHT VALIANT. 


MR. 


The news has been received from Newport that 
W. K. Vanderbilt's new steam yacht Valiant, which 
is building at Birkenhead, England, will come to 
this country as soon as sheiscompleted. Yachts- 
men here have manifested nosemali degree of inter- 
est in the new yacht, although very few particulars 
about her have found their way to this country. It 
is known, however, that she will probably be the 
finest steam yacht in the world, and will be a worthy 
successor to the ill-fated Alva, which graced the 
New-York Yacht Club's fleet so many years. 

The first reports concerning the Valiant which 
were sent to this country said that she would be pro- 
vided with twin screws, but this information is not 
verified in the accounts of the yacht published in 
English engineering papers. Itis more tlran likely, 
however, that the first reports were accurate. It is 
Mr. Vanderbilt's idea to have the best steam yacht 
in the world, and it would not be out of place to put 
twin screws in a craft of the Valiant’s size. At 
any rate, her guaranteed speed is seventeen knots 
= hour, which is to be her sea speed, with coal 

es full and everything ready for an ocean 
cruise, 

The length of the Valiant is 310 feet between per- 
ype Her beam is 3Y.3 test and her depth is 

5.6 feet. Her coal capacity is 700 tons and her in- 
dicated horse-power is to be 5,000. 

The Valiant shows unusually fine lines for a yacht 
of her size. There is more effort toward speed than 
there was in the design of the Alva. The Alva was 
able to roll otf from twelve to fourteen knots and 
maintain this speed across the Atlantic, but the 
Valiant will probably top the record of seagoing 
yaohts in the way of speed as she will in eleganos 
and accommodation. She will be provided with 
every convenience known to modern builders, in- 
cluding electric search light, and will eclipse the 
Alva in every detail. It may be eaid that the Alva 
was enough for most people, and would have 
lasted Mr. Vanderbilt many years if she had not met 
with accident. The wreck of the Alva still remains 
where the yacht was sunk—off Chatham—a menace 
to all passing ships. 


TO HAVE TWO CENTREBOARDS. 


WORK ON THE PAINE CUP DEFENDER 
PROGRESSING RAPIDLY. 


Boston, March 22.—The Paine cup defender is 
gtowing rapidly at Lawley’s City Point yards. The 
keel was stretched Monday, and now a dozen or more 
frames from aft to well toward amidships are in 
place. Theconstruction is by no means to the ex- 
treme oflightness, and probably about the same as 
in the other cup racers. Enough of the shape of the 
afterbody can now be seen to show that the boat will 
have the clean run, low quarters, and narrow stern 
already outlined in the description of her that has 
been given in THE TIMES, 

The boat will have two centreboards instead of the 
one originally described. The largest one will be 
amidships, as announoed, but there will be a smaller 
one forward of the fin, which will not be over three 
feet in length, and will drop straight down for seven 
or eight feet, if needed. Its office will be to steady 
the boat in light airs, when off the wind. The larger 
oentreboard will not come up through the keel, but 
the smaller one will. The midship section will be as 
already described—a fiat floor with very little dead 
rise, and a long turn into an easy bilge, witha 
straight top side. 

Over all the boat is 123 feet, with 22 feet 6 inches 
beam and 18 feet 6 inches draught. The draught of 
the hull isa bitless than 5 feet and the fin goes the 
restof the way. The centreboard gives a possible 
total draught of 21 feet 6 inches, though it is doubt- 
fal if all this ie availed of, since the Volunteer worked 
best at 20 feet draught. Opinions of yachtemen here 
are very favorable to the chances of the boat in the 
races. 

The Stewart and Binney syndicate boat is still 


somewhat of an unknown quantity beyond the fact 
that she will be a fin or twenty feet draught or more. 
Both members of the firm have been in Wilmington 
this week looking after the laying down of the boat 
and the preliminary work, and the outlook fora 
speedy completion is good

A CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY. 


THE ATLANTIC ASSOCIATION SAYS THE 
UNION EXCKEDED ITS POWERS. 


The conflict between the Amateur Athletic Union 
and the Atlantic Association, one of ite members, in 
regard to the refasal of the latter to recognize the re- 
instatement of McKennon and Paul, two Pittsburg 
athletes, is attracting widespread attention. The 
President of the Atlantic Association iaughs at the 
threat of expulsion, and apparently regards it as a 
bluff. He is quoted as saying: 

“ While the Athletic Association is always ready te 
obey and be governed by the constitution, by-laws, 
and general rules of the Amateur Athletic Union, 
the association is not willing to accept a decision 
that has been arrived at in direct conflict with the 
constitution of the Amateur Athletio Union. The 
Board of Governors should have been governed by 
Article IX., Section 2, of the by-laws in its hear- 
ing of the appeal case. The Board of Managers of 
the Atlantic Association was not notified of any 
hearing to be held in the case, no argument was 
heard, and several other laws were violated. 

“In regard tothe statement by Secretary Sullivan 
aword ortwe. Alltalk of the expulsionof the At 
lantic Association is simply ridiculous. Tne Board 
of Governors of the Amateur Athietic Union cannot 
expel the Atlantic Assuviation for refusing to accept 
a decision arrived at unlawfully; neither oan it 
expel the Atlantic Association at all for any 
reason. Mr. Sullivan says the two Pittsburg 
athletes were ‘ignorant of the rules’; it is a 
well-settled axiom that ‘ignorance of the law ex- 
cuses no one.’ Again, he says, ‘they joined the Al- 
legheny Athletic Association and competed under 
its colors at Philadelphia, and for this they were 
suspended for six months by the Atlantic Associa- 
tion.’ Wrong again; the epee was for thirty 
days. * Within one day of the six months they en- 
tered games at Cleveland, and again the Atiantic 
Association suspended them for six months.’ 

“The facts in the case are that before the thirty 
days were much more than half past they competed, 
and offered as an excuse forso doing that Seoretary 
Sullivan had given them permission todoso. For 
this they were suspended for six months, and ap- 
pealed their case to the Amateur Athietio Union. 
‘In consequence, the union decided to remove the 
suspension,’ says Mr.»«Suilivan. There has been no 
meeting of the union since Nov. 21, 1892, and the 
action was taken by the Board of Governors."’ 

The probabilities are that the Atlantic Association 
officials will come off their lofty perch as soon as 
Secretary Sullivan and “Father Bill’’ Curtis open 
their batterics.

PARDUN CAME TOO LATE. 


RECEIVED BY THE CONVICT AS HIS LIFE 
PASSED AWAY. 


CARTHAGE, N. C., March 22.—Among the 
squad of convicts at work on the railroad near 
this place there has been a negro named John 
Young. He was a mulatto, about thirty-five 
years old, and was sentenced to serve seven 
years for stealing. Young had been a model 


prisoner and had persistently protested his in- 
nocence. He was convicted on circumstantial 
evidence of the larceny of a hog. 

He had made strenuous ettorts to procure a 
pardon, and had spent the proceeds of the sale 
ofafew acres of iand in this behalf. He had 
served three years, and when Gov. Holt went 
out of ottice, in January last, without granting 
the pardon, Young gave ~~ all hope, and Mon- 
day he made a dash for liberty and was shot 
down by the guard. He was carried to the 
quarters, and the physician came in and exam- 
ined him and found that the ball had gone 
through his lungs and that the wound was wor- 
tal. Afterthe mail camein frum Raleigh the 
SS PEP of the guard went in to see Young. He 
had a large official envelope in his hand. He 
walked up to the cot where the poor fellow lay, 
and, showing him the paper, said: 

“John, here is your pardon that Gov. Carr 
has sent you.” 

Jotn took the pardon in his hand and looked 
atthe great gilt seal of the State and mur- 
mured: ‘‘ Why didn’t it come yesterday? It is 
too late now.” He gasped and died. 





THE FARM WAS THEIR FORTUNE. 


BANKING NOT IN THE LINB OF THE 


GEORGIA HILLS, 


ATLANTA, Ga., March 22.—There is a queer 
family story connected with President Hill of 
the stranded Gate City National Bank. 

The Hill family consists of twelve brothers 
and one sister, children of Merriwether Hill of 
Wilkes County. Merriwether Hill was a plant- 
er in ‘“‘Bob” Toombs’s old county, and never 
did anything but work on his farm. He hada 
large number of slaves, whom he worked for 
all they were worth. His boys he inured to 
toil. One by one he gave them farms, and saw 
to it that they married wives acceptable to him- 
self. Under his rule they all became wealthy, 
and were about the only example inthe State 
of a family bevoming rich through agriculture. 

When Merriwether died about ten years ago 
he left over $1,000,000, which was divided 
among the children. They all prospered as 
long as they stuok to agriculture, but the same 
cannot be said of their business ventures out- 
side. 





Government Anchorage Grounds, 

CuHIcAGO, Maroh 22.—The Treasury Depart- 
ment has decided to establish Government 
jurisdiction over the anchorage grounds at the 
port of Chicago. The new revenue cutter Cal- 


umet, now building at the shipyards of David 
Bell of Buffalo, will be assigned to anchorage 
patrol duty as soon as ready for service. 

Among shipping men here the establishment 
of a Government patrol of the waters of 
this port is deem especially advantageous. 
The series of anchorage grounds and channel 
ways fer this port will be laid down, it is under- 
stood, by a board of navy and Revenue Marine 
officers. The Calumet will be ready for service 
during the coming Summer. Her construction 
is being pushed rapidly along. When commis- 
sioned she will be piaced in command of a First 
Lieutenant of the Revenue Marine Service, and 
will carry a crew of about twenty men. She will 
be armed with small rapid-fire Hotchkiss guns 
and be well provided with small arms. 





More Reom fer Boston Houses, 
Boston, Mareh 22.—Negotiations for the sale 
of Oakland Garden have been completed, the 

documents having been signed on Saturday. 
This garden estate was formerly the property 
of Gov. Increase Sumner, who died in 1799 at 


the age of fifty-three years. In May of that 
year Gov. Sumner wanes the Oakland Gar- 
den estate to his son, William H. Sumner. It 
was held by the Sumner family for forty years, 
and was purchased by Elizabeth Baker May 18, 
1839. It was purchased by the Oakiand Gar- 
den Association about fifteen years ago. The 
estate, containing about 290,000 feet of land, 
will be divided into house lots of about 4,000 
aquare feet, each with a frontage of 50 feet. 
New streets will be laid out atright angles with 
the present Columbia Street 40 fees in width.

READING BONDHOLDERBS, 
a 
COMMITTEES WILL OPPOSE THE ISSUANCE 


OF RECEIVERS’ CERTIFICATES. 


A spirited meeting of bondholders of the Philadel- 
phia and Reading Raliroad was held in the office of 
the Mercantile Trust Company yesterday. The 
general mortgage fours and the income bonds were 
largely represented. There were present J. Edward 
Simmons, Ohairman of the general mortgage bond- 
holders’ committee; William Mertens, Chairman 
of the income bondholders’ committees; GC. E. 
Bretherton, Vice Chairman of the Loudon commit- 
tee of income bondholders; Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, 
George C. Coppell, D. J. Seligman, John D. Probst, 
J. Kennedy Tod, H. N. Whitney, J. G. K. Duer, O. 
©, Beaman, and John BR. Dos Passos. 

The purpose of the meeting was to discuss the 
application of the Reading receivers for permission 
to issue receivers’ certificates. The prevailing 


sentiment was unanimously opposes to the issuing 
of any certificates which should take precedence of 
the bonds as liens on the property. t was deter- 
mined persistently to oppose Mr. McLeod's plan of 
issuing receivers’ certificates until the bondhold- 
ers were informed for what purpose the money 
realized from the certificates was to be used. The 
representatives of the respective committees agreed 
to co-operate for the protection of their mutual in- 
terests. 

Besides opposing the issuance of receivers’ certif- 
ioates, the general mortgage bondholders’ commit- 
tee will endeavor to have Mr. MoLeod removed 
from the receivership on the ground that his in- 
oumbency of that office makes it impossible to place 
the Reading Company on a sound financial basis. 

Mr. John R. Dos Passos, counsel for the commit- 
tee of general mortgage boudholders, said that he 
did not think the court would authorize the issue 
of receivers’ certiticates designed to take precedence 
ofthe bonds. He remarked: “Certificates to pay 
operating expenses or some other expense the pay- 
ment of which would be for the benetit of the bond- 
holders might, perhaps, to a moderate amount, be 
approved of, but not for the payment of some already 
existing tloating debt. The Court of Appeals of this 
State, and also the United States Supreme Court, 
have decided that receivers cannot place a new lien 
ahead of the bondholders’.” 

There was a report in Wall Street yesterday after- 
noon that the banking firm of Speyer & Co., which 
lent $3,000,000 to the Reading Company about three 
weeks before the road went into the hands of re- 
ceivers, proposed to bring a criminal action against 
President McLeod for obtaining the money under 
false pretenses. The tirm holds the general mortgage 
4 per cent. bonds of the Keading Company as secur- 
ity for the loan, which matures in October. The 
Messrs. Speyer & Co. said yesterday that they were 
satisfied with their security, and they declined to 
talk about the matter further.

NEW-JERSEY TRACTION COMPANY. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 22.—The Hudson and Ber- 
gen Traction Company filed a certificate of organi- 
zation in the office of Secretary of State Kelsey this 
morning. The capital stock is placed at $5,000,- 
000, divided into 50,000 shares of $100 each. 


Myles Tierney, formerly of Jersey City and now 
of New-York, the contractor who built the Wash- 
ington Bridge over the Harlem River, has 
23U shares. Albert C. Wall of East Orange and 
Theophilus Butts of Hoboken have ten each. No 
route is given in the certificate, but it is understood 
that the new seneree will build electric roads 
through Hudson and bergen Counties and through 
Ratherford and the Oranges and to Passaic and 
Paterson, and be a competitor of the New-Jersey 
Traction Company. The Hudson and Bergen Com- 
pany was incorporated under the new Traction bill, 
which was approved March 16, 189%, and was obliged 
to deposit $25,000 with the State Treasurer before 
filing its certiticate.

It 
is only in cities aud incorporated villages 
that all voters are required to appear per- 


' gonsily each year for registration, and | 


that involves no hardship or strious in- 
convenience. Inspectors are required to 
place upon the voting lists the names of all 
persons within their districts residing out- 
side of any city or incorporated village 
which appear on the poll list of the next 
preceding election in such district, except 
the names of such are known or proved to 
have ceased to be qualified voters in the 
district. It is only new voters that are 
Tequired to appear personally to be regis- 
tered. These are reasonable requirements 
to prevent fraudulent registration and 
voting and cannot be regarded as unneces- 
sarily strict.

Only five members of the Assembly, three 
Democrats and two Republicans, finally 
voted against the bill allowing the State 
World’s Fair Commission to spend $300,- 
000 more in securing a worthy representa- 
tion of the State in the Chicago Exhibition. 
All mystery regarding the commission’s 
past expenditures being dispelled and all 
ite little extravagances being fully ex- 
posed, opposition to the additional 
appropriation practically disappeared. 
If there had been a (full and 
candid statement in the first place, 
instead of a disposition to conceal some- 
thing, the appropriation would probably 
have been made weeks ago. The passage 
of the bill, which was induced by State 
pride and a desire to have New-York figure 
worthily at the World’s Fair, should not be 
taken as condoning the petty extrava- 
gances of the commission. It will have to 
be prudent in the future and be ready to 
account for its expenditures without any 
shufiling if it is to come out with honor in 
the end. 








The tempest brewing in the Senatorial 
teapot isin a fair way to be avoided. The 
Democratic ‘‘ Ambassadors of States,” as 
the orators of the State rights party used 
to delight to call them, have solemnly of- 
fered to the Republicans to allow the pres- 
ent officers of the Senate to draw their 
salaries until July 1, thus, in the candid 
language of the proposers, “giving them 
three months’ vacation, with pay.” This, 
however, is too momentous a matter 
to be decided off hand. The Republican 
Senators will meet to-day to deliberate 
upon it, and negotiations will be resumed 
on to-morrow, or possibly deferred until 
next week. The one thing that is entirely 
sure about the matter is that this ridicu- 
lous higgling over a few petty offices by 
men who are charged with grave affairs of 
State is winning for all who are taking 
part in it on either side the amused con- 
tempt of all rational people who care to 
think about it at all. 








From a sportsman’s point of view, the 
result of the fiftieth boat race between 
Oxford afd Cambridge is rather to be re- 
gretted. Cambridge is five races behind 
in the series, and has a greater discourage- 
ment to contend with in the fact that this 
is the fourth consecutive race she has lost 
to Oxford, after having won four in suc- 
cession. The life of an undergraduate, as 
such, is so short that four successive an- 
nual defeats are a very serious matter. The 
result is probably a matter of chance, in 
the sense that it could not have been 
averted by any foresight. The conflict is 
not between the theories of rowing, since 
for a good many years the two universities 
have held virtually the same theory of 
that art, and it would take a nice observer 
to distinguish between their several appli- 
cations of the same. Itis, in fact, a strug- 
gle between the physical powers that can 
be enlisted in the application of an 
acknowledged theory. This physical 
power has, since 1889, been on the 
side of Oxford so persistently that the 
undergraduate may be pardoned for be- 
lieving that the victory of Oxford is a de- 
cree of fate. There does not seem to be 
anything that he can do about it, except to 
practice the virtue of resignation, for 
which he may have no use in case the pre- 
ponderance of brawn should next year go to 
the Cam instead of the Isis. The anti- 
quarians of Cambridge may console them- 
selves with the reflection that after four 
successive defeats, of which the last was in 
1883, the university rallied and beat Ox- 
ford in the four races of 1886-1889, 


MR. FAIRCHILD ON DEMOCRACY. 


Mr. CuarLes 8. Farrcuitp delivered an 
admirable address to the Brooklyn Demo- 
cratic Club on Monday, in which he gave 
his views as to the future of the Demo- 
cratic Party. In substance they amounted 
to this: that the Democratic Party hada 
brilliant future before it if it had the virtue 
to deserve it. Thatis a very curt résumé 
of the able and forcible address of Mr. 
FAIRCHILD, but we believe it is not an 
anfair one. It is plain that the distin- 
guished speaker has a high ideal of what 
his party ought to do and can do, and that 
he sees a good many difficulties in the way 
of doing it. In the first place, he believes 
that the Democracy is essentially the party 
of justice. We agree with him in that, 
so far as the spiritof parties is to be tested 
by the chief issue presented in recent 
national elections, viz., the tariff question. 
The revolt against the protectionists on 
that question has been very largely a 
moral revolt. It was not so much 
the economic folly involved in a pro- 
tective tariff that inspired successful oppo- 
sition toit, as its gross unfairness, the fa- 
vors and privileges it conferred on the few 
at the expense of the many. This aspect of 
protection was made more impressive by 
the extreme demoralization to which it 
gave rise in the dominant party, and the 
opposition was more active and effective 
because it had a distinct embodiment of 
existing evil to fight. So far, Democracy 
and justice go together. Perhaps Mr. Fair- 
CHILD is firmer than we should be in the 
feeling that they are inseparable, but that 
is not a matter of pressing importance. 
filn the next place, Mr. FatRcHILD believes 
that sound money is one of the cardinal 
clements of true Democracy. It certainly 
onght to be. It is so with Democrats 
of the Cleveland type. As Mr. FarRCHILD 
would define sound money it is peculiarly 
Democratic. It is amoney with which the 
Government has nothing to do, which is 
not produced, provided, issued by the Gov- 





) ernment, and to which the Government 


me 
gives no legal-tender quality and compels 
no one to take or to pay except in fulfill- 
ment of contract freely made, This is in- 
deed sound money and ought to be Demo- 
cratic money. But it is not the money 
believed in by all Democrats. It is a ques- 
tion whether itis believed in by even the 
majority of Democrats, or of Republicans 
either. The people of the United States 
have been used for so long a time to 
“rhoney” the real sources of the value 
of which they do not at all un- 
derstand that the great body of 
them really have no belief about it, 
nothing but a more or less intense and 
unreasonifg feeling. Nevertheless, Mr. 
FAIRCHILD does well to press home on every 
possible occasion the truthas to what good 
money is, and as to what the Government 
may or may not do with it or about it. 
That helps bring the mass of Democrats to 
an understanding of the true doctrine. It 
braces intelligent men among them for 
the struggle that will yet have to come, 
when it may fall to the lot of Democratic 
leaders to take the advance in a fight more 
bitter and more momentous than the tariff 
fight. It is in this direction that Mr. 
FAIRCHILD, if he does not doubt the future 
of his party, sees that it needs strengthen- 
ing. 

But the most significant portion of Mr. 
FAIRCHILD’s address was directed to a mat- 
ter as to which there should be no question 
at allin the Democratic Party—the simple 
right of an honest vote in the party organi- 
zation. It is needless to say that Mr. Farr- 
CHILD believes in this with all his heart. 
So does every other honorable man in the 
party. But Mr. FatrRcBRiLp is convinced, 
and so are we, that this prime right, the 
basis of all fair party action, the indis- 
pensable condition to party usefulness 
and to the permanence and progress of the 
party, can only be maintained by constant 
vigilance, and by unremitted exertion by 
those who prize it at its real value. Why 
is thisso? Why is the right that it ought 
to be possible always to take for grant- 
ed exposed to such danger? The one 
cause more than any other of this shameful 
condition of things is “spoils.” It is the 
distribution of public oftices and public 
employments as patronage that more than 
all other things givesa motive for the per- 
version of the party machinery. It is not 
the sole cause, because men would fight, 
and with the weapons of corruption, for 
mere honors and power and the gratifica- 
tion of ambition. But these men could 
readily be overcome and subdued if they 
could not make common cause with the 
spoilsmen. The “ workers,” the “ heelers,” 
the “henchmen,” who rob Democrats of 
their rights in the primary meetings and 
conventions of the party—who, for in- 
stance, made possible the snap convention 
of February, 1892, and made necessary 
the efforts that secured the anti-snap 
convention of May—were mercenaries to a 
man, paid directly or indirectly out of the 
Public Treasury. The spoils system, then, 
is the most powerful and dangerous foe of 
true Democracy. It is tothe destruction 
of that that true Democrats everywhere 
must direct their utmost energies. Every- 
thing else will be of but fleeting advantage. 


THE CROTON-WATER QUESTION. 

The committee of the Academy of Medi- 
cine has carried before the Governor the 
question of the alleged inadequacy of the 
provisions of the bill passed for the protec- 
tion of the sources of our water supply 
from pollution, and urged him not to ap- 
prove that measure, but to recommend 
more effective legislation. This is a mat- 
ter of so muchimportance at this time that 
it should be considered carefully and dis- 
passionately, with sole reference to the 
question of protecting the public‘health 
from the possible consequences of pol- 
luted water, in view of the necessity 
of guarding against a spread of chol- 
era in case it should gain a foothold in 
the’ city. The situation should be re- 
garded as one of emergency, requiring 
prompt action, for the measures taken 
must precede the danger to be guarded 
against in order to be effective. It does 
not seem to us either reasonable or politio 
to assume that the Webster bill is merely a 
provision for a “Tammany job” in acquir- 
ing land, and not intended in good faith to 
give the Commissioner of Public Works 
sufficient power to protect the water sup- 
ply, and it seems absurd to maintain that 
the Legislature has refused to confer ade- 
quate power for the purpose merely be- 
cause a committees of reputable physicians 
representing the Academy of Medicine has 
urged it todoso. The question is one that 
should be treated seriously and rationally. 

We agree with the committee of phy- 
sicians that, in view of the emergency aris- 
ing from a possible outbreak of cholera, 
it would be better to place this matter, for 
the time, at least, in charge of a special 
commission of sanitary experts with ample 
power to make and enforce the necessary 
rules and regulations, to abate existing 
nuisances and prevent new ones, and to 
acquire for the city such lands as may be 
required in the process of establishing safe- 
guards against the contamination of the 
Croton water. But neither the city au- 
thorities nor the Legislature seem to regard 
such acommission as necessary, and it be- 
comes a question of giving the Department 
of Public Works all the requisite power 
for the object in view. A bill revising and 
putting in permanent form the general 
laws relating to the public health is now 
pending, which gives to the State Board of 
Health, in conjunction with the authorities 
in charge.of local water supply, sufficient 
power for the general protection of the 
sources of such supply, but the proceedings 
provided for are apparently not sufficiently 
prompt and summary to meet the require- 
ments of an emergency such as now exists 
in regard to the Croton water. 

By the Consolidated act the Department 
of Public Works is “charged with the 
preservation of the Croton Lake and all 
waters from which a water supply is drawn 
by the city; with the preservation of the 
banks of the Croton River and other waters 
from: injury or nuisances; with the execu- 
tion of such measures as may be necessary 
to preserve and increase the quantity of 
water and keepit pure,” Under this gen- 
eral authority the department undoubtedly 





has power to make any survey or inspec- 





tion that may be necessary; any rules or 
reguiations for the abatement or preven- 
tion of nuisances, and whatever plans it 
may deem desirable for protecting the 
water. It has, however, enoountered 
obstacles to carrying out plans and enforc- 
ing regulations because it could not compel 
persons in possession of objectionable prop- 
erty to giveit up or to change it at their 
own expense, andit had no power to ac- 
quire the property for the city or to make 
sanitary changes upon private property at 
the city’s expense. While the main pur- 
pose of the Webster bill is to enable the 
Commissioner of Public Works to acquire 
and pay for real estate on behalf of the 
city, where its acquisition is necessary 
“for the sanitary protection” of the 
sources of the water supply, Section 27 au- 
thorizes him ‘‘to take such measures as 
may be necessary to preserve from pollution 
and defilement all the sources of the water 
supply, whether the same be rivers or other 
water courses, lakes, ponds, or reservoirs, 
situate in the Counties of Westchester, 
Dutchess, and Putnam, and to that end to 
enter in and upon at any time within three 
years after the passage of this act any or 
ali lands near, on, adjacent or contiguous 
to any of the said sources of water supply, 
and to abate and remove the cause of said 
pollution or defilement.” Provision is 
made for determining and paying for all 
damages and injuries occasioned by these 
proceedings. The substitute bill presented 
by the committee of the Academy of Medi- 
cine proposed to bestow these powers upon 
& commission, and defined them more 
in detail and with more specification. 
Of course, it would be necessary to be 
specific in conferring powers upon a spe- 
cial commission which would derive all its 
authority from the act creating it. The 
main question now is whether the general 
authority of the Department of Public 
Works, as the official guardian of the Oro- 
ton water supply, and the additional 
powers defined in the Webster bill are 
sufficient to enable the head of that depart- 
ment, with the forces, appliances, and re- 
sources at his command, to take and carry 
into effect adequate measures for the 
protection of the sources of the Croton 
water from pollution. The Governor 
should consider this question carefully 
under the best legal and sanitary advice. 
It is not a matter of politics, Tammany or 
other than Tammany, but of proper safe- 
guards for the public health against the 
possible consequences of an epidemic of 
cholera during this present year.

ORANGEMEN IN CANADA. 

The Ulster revolt against the proposed 
Home Rule bill has not attracted any great 
attention in this country. It has not really 
attracted any great attention in Great 
Britain, though it was a very handy 
weapon for the Tories against the bill. But 
it was generally understood to be a move- 
ment of the Orangeman, and the Orange- 
man needs only to be known in order to be 
understood. His essential nature may be 
divined, by anybody who is not already 
aware of it, from his procedures in Canada. 
It may fairly be said that Canada is the 
citadel of the Orangemen, for the simple 
reason that the ‘ Scotch-Irish,” so-called, 
have their own way in Canada more 
completely than in any other part 
of the Queen’s dominions. Wher- 
ever they are, the Scotch-Irish, or 
the descendants of the Scotch-Irishmen, 
are apt to make themselves conspicuous by 
opposition to the Pope of Rome and all his 
works, This temper at one time character- 
ized the Protestrnt inhabitants of the Brit- 
ish Islands in general, and still so far 
characterizes them as to account for the 
popular following of the Liberal-Unionist 
movement, which otherwise would be unac- 
countable. It is by no means religious free- 
dom that the Orangeman pursues, in Ire- 
land or anywhere else. What he desires is 
the maintenance of the Protestant ascend- 
ency, even though he knows that an 
overwhelming majority of his country- 
men are Catholics. He has steadfastly 
opposed the amelioration of the condition of 
Irish Catholics. Every one of the laws 
that have been passed to put them on an 
equality with their countrymen of other 
creeds has encountered his opposition, and 
every one of these laws has been passed in 
spite of him. It is not wonderful that 
when @ measure is proposed to give Ire- 
land, by a great majority Catholic, the 
control of purely Irish affairs, it should en- 
counter the opposition of the Orangeman, 
who has always regarded himself as the 
representative of asuperior race and of a 
more enlightened creed. 

This feeling accounts for the ‘‘ Ulster re- 
volt,” which is, quite naturally, made so 
much of by Lord SaLisBuRY and by Mr. 
Batrour. To be put on an equality with 
people with whom you have been in the 
habit of taking superior airs is a positive 
downfall, and this downfallis threatened 
by every measure that proposes to give Ire- 
land a measure of local home rule. That 
the Lrish Orangemen should exhibit intense 
hostility to such a measure w38 no more 
than wasto be expected. What was scarce- 
ly to be expected was that Orangemen not 
resident in Ireland should exhibit the same 
hostility. Yet this is what has happened 
in Canada, where an Orangeman, who hap- 
pens to be also a member of the Cabinet 
of the Dominion, has been breathing out 
the same threatenings and slaughter to 
which we are accustomed from the Prot- 
estant leaders of the Ulster revolt in Ire- 
land itself. 

It is quite true that the incident has 
nothing to do with the politics of the Do- 
minion, pertaining, as it does, to questions 
of “imperial” politics. But the politics 
of Ireland, so far as they turn upon ques- 
tions of racial and religious animosity, 
have become equally the politics of the 
Dominion. The French Catholic of Lower 
Canada is regarded“ by Anglo-Saxon and 
Protestant politicians of the Dominion as 
a good enough substitute for the Catholic 
Celt of Ireland, and as equally an object of 
righteous indignation. But when this noble 
sentiment of righteous indignation takes 
the form of a virulent opposition to 
a Home Rule bill, with which Canada 
has nothing whatever to do, it is no won- 
der that the man who makes it manifest, 
being a member of the Canadian Ministry, 
should become an object of interested in--

quiry, This, apparently, is what has hap- 


pened to Mr. WaLtacg, a membér of the 
Canadian Ministry, in the temporary ab- 
sence of his chief, The story, as it has been 
told in THz Times, is amusing, but the 
most obvious moral that it bears is that, if 
Canada were annexed tothe United States, 
whatever else might befall the Canadians, 
this provinoial and Pedlingtonian phase of 
Canadian politics would be likely to dis-

INDECENT LITERATURE. 

London Jruth, in its characteristically 
frivolous way, makes a serious charge. 
What is gross and immoral in contempo- 
rary literature, it asserts, owes its exist- 
ence chiefly to the demand of people of 
wealth and social station, if not necessa-. 
rily of brains. It quotes, at second hand, 
however, the assertion of the keeper of 
railway book stall in Paris, that ‘“‘ third- 
class” travelers like primitive sentiment, 
and, while the ‘“‘ second-class” readers are 
“‘omnivorous,” itis the “first-class” peo- 
ple, almost entirely, who buy the wicked 
literature and make the worst kind of 
French journalism profitable. This is a 
very grave charge to make, and if it is true 
France is certainly in a bad way. If it 
were only the ignorant, vulgar, and crim- 
inal classes who bought and read vulgar 
and criminal books and papers, there 
would be more hope for the country. 

We strongly doubt if the makers and 
verdors of that kind of stuff in America 
rely for their profit solely upon the vicious 
taste of wealthy and supposititiously re- 
fined persons. There seems to be a large 
and growing class of people here who sup- 
port, either openly or on the sly, the worst 
kind of vicious journalism and read wicked 
and trashy books who could not well be 
grouped, in the manner of the French vend- 
or of reading matter, according to their 
incomes and social station. , 

Whoever the majority of the readers of 
this stuff may be, it is certain, however, 
that no small share of the blame for its ex- 
istence lies with people to whom we ought 
to be able to look for better things. New- 
York “‘society,” using that term in its re- 
stricted sense, is essentially moral. As a 
body it has lent its influence to nothing 
harmful, but there are persons, and many 
of them, who get all their prestige from 
that society whose influence, we fear, is 
sometimes given to projects which are cal- 
culated to do infinite harm to Society at 
large. 

While the making of vicious books con- 
tinues to grow more profitable, and the 
moral sense of the better portion of the 
community seems powerless to check it, a 
certain portion of our minor periodical 
press seems to be emulating that of Paris. 
It only lacks now the wit and literary abil- 
ity of the French fewilletonists and para- 
graphers. In the matter of illustrations it 
leaves nothing undone. The art is gen- 
erally poor, to be sure, but the spirit is 
there. France can produce nothing worse. 
The foibles and scandals of ‘‘ society” are 
the principal themes of these prints, and 
those members of “society” who think 
exhibitions of ‘‘skirt dancing” and the 
new pase de quatre fit ‘‘ sport for ladies” are 
their heroes. 

Asfor the books, that are never mentioned 
in decent newspapers, but are notwith- 
standing conspicuous in current literature, 
they are largely cheap and ill-made trans- 
lations from the French, but there ts a 
variety of contemporary American romance 
that is just as shocking to the moral sensi- 
bilities and rather more vulgar. This sort 
of thing cannot with impunity be over- 
looked by the respectable portion of the 
community, or regarded complacently. It 
makes the appetite it feeds.

Boston, Mareh 22.—The insurance under- 
writers were “rattled” to-day. It looked like 
@ fight for the business, with the Sun ef London 
and the Continental of New-York as aggressors. 
These companies object to the one-dollac arbi- 
trary rate for the fire pistrict and will write 
policies regardless of the underwriters’ rate 
of ten days ago. 

L. Burge and Hayes & Co., Boston agents, 
have issued a circular te their customers to this 
effect. In a letter written to Secretary Howes 
of the board they say: 

“There can be no doubt that mercantile rates in 
Boston are too luw, and that an advance is needed 
thatthe companies may do business witheut loss, 
thus impairing the indemnity the property owners 
must have. 

“ But this advance should be just, and each build. 
ing and stock should pay its fair share, instead 
of some having to pay much more than they are 
worth, while others pay much less.” 

John ©. Paige says that Messrs. Burge and 
Hayes have a right to make such insurance 
rates as they please. He does not expect that 
his companies will order any change in rates. 
Mr. Field of 8cull & Field, on the contrary, con- 
siders this action of the Sun as most ill-advised 
atthis time. He understands that the one- 
dollar increase in rates is only temporary, or 
until a thorough readjustment can be made. 
According to the protective sheet, the Sun does 
the fourth largest business of any single com- 
pany in Boston.

“IN A HUGE OHAPEL ERECTED IN THE 


LUXEMBOURG COURTYARD. 


PARIS, March 22.—-Thousands of strangers came 
to the city to-day to attend the funeral of Jules 
Ferry. A large mortuary chapel, with nave and 
transepts, had been erected in the courtyard 
of the Luxembourg. It was draped with black 
cloth, edged with silver lace, and emblazoned 
with the monogram of the dead statesman. 

The coffin, covered with a crimson and white 
pall, remained until 1 o’clock in the Salle des 
Gardes, where the body has lain in state, and 
was then removed to the catafalque. Just be- 
fore the body was borne up the aisle the nave 
was illuminated by the lighting of the huge silver 
candelabra, and hundreds of tapers were placed 
in single lines on each side ef the row of flaming 
cresaets which extended to the right and left 
before the platform. Every department of the 
National and Municipal Government was repre- 
sented. Rows of soldiers were drawn up along 
the approaches, and military bands played 
dirges as the Levey | filled the chapel. 

At 1:30 Senator Bardoux acoonhed the plat- 
form. He eulogized M. Ferry. as a statesman 
of yreat intellectual power, inflexible charac- 
ter, aud unwavering patriotism. He was fol- 
lowed by M. Casimir-Perier, President of the 
Chamber of Deputies; M. Meline, and the Presi- 
dent of the Council General of the Department 
of the Vosges, all of whom spoke of Ferry's 
courage, patriotism, and sterling integrity. M. 
Ribot spoke ut the greatest length and with 
evident emotion. 

The coffin was then covered with the tri- 
color, was placed on the funeral car, and, es- 
corted by infantry, cavalry, and artillery, was 
borne from the Luxembourg.

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TROUBLE AHEAD IN ULSTER. 


BLOODSHED REGARDED CERTAIN If 
THE HOME RULE BILL PASSES. 


LONDON, Mareh 23.—A correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph writes from Ulster that prepar- 
ations have now gone so far there that nothing 
can prevent bloodshed in case the Home Rule 
bill is passed. 

Despite the denials of Mr. Morley, Chief Sec- 
retary for Ireland, the correspondent says, it ia 
certain that the military authorities are seek- 
ing barracks accommodations in Belfast for a 
considerable body of troops.

A POPULIST TELLS HOW HIS VOTE WAS 
SOUGHT WITH. OFFERS OF MONEY. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—Mr. Burgard, a 
member of the lower house of the Kansas 
Legislature, from Wyandotte County, is in this 
city and has given to Senator Martin an ac- 
countof the efforts to control him by corrupt 
means. He says & proposition was made to 
him to stay away from the Populist crowd and 
to get two others to do so for $7,500, and that 
he understood the money would come from Mr. 
Watson. 

Mr. Burgard said: “To tell God’s truth, I 
made up my mind to this effect: ‘You are try- 
ing to rob Watson, so I will turn in and robyou.’ 
That’s whatI thought. Sol told this man that 
for $7,500 I and twomore whom I named would 
stay away and not vote atall I informed him 
that I wanted $5,000 for myself, and 
would divide the $2,500 between my 
two associates. He did not care what 
division we made, and asked who should 
hold the money. Now, of course, I intended to 
stay inside and vote for Martin right through. 
So did the other two. All that we aimed at was 
to get the $7,500 in our pockets and then let the 
other crowd whistle. Itold him he must give 
the cash to me, but he said that some one must 
be agreed upon to hold it until after the vote. 

** Just before the Senatorial vote the lobbyist 
came over to the House of Representatives and 
called me out. He said that he had the $7,500 
in his pocket. I told him to turn it over, and I 
and my two men would leave right there. Of 
course we would not haye done so, and were 
bound to stay and vote for Martin. But the 
man would not give up. ‘No,’ he said, ‘the 
money is in my pocket, and if your partners 
will walk over to the hotel right now before 
they vote you can have it.” I would not go, 
and there it ended.”’ 

ToprKA, Kan., March 22.—The boodle inyesti- 
gation continues to grow in interest. Peter 
Kline, the Kansas City gambler, proposes to un- 
earth a deal which will implicate the three 
leading railroad corporations of the State.

. EX-SENATOR ELI SAULSBURY. 

Ex-United States Senater Eli Saulsbury died 
yesterday afternoon at his residence in Dover, 
Del. He had been unconscious since Tuesday 
night. At his bedside when he died were hig 
sister, Miss May, and the attending physician. 

Ex-United States Senator Eli Saulsbury was a 
Demoerat of the straightest sect and a promi 
ment member of that family of Saulsburys 
which for generations has fought with the 
Bayard family for political supremacy in Dela. 
ware. He was born in Kent County, that State, 
Dee. 29, 1817. He attended the common 
schools of the day and followed an irregular 
eourse at Dickinson College, studied law, and 


was admitted to the bar in 1845, and practiced 
in Dover, Del. He wasa member of the Le. i3- 
lature in 1853-4, and succeeded his brother 
Willard as United States Senator in 1870. He 
was re-elected in 1876 and again in 1883 for the 
term that expired March 3,1889. He was suc- 
ceeded by the Hon. Anthony Higgins. 

He offered an amendment to the * Foroa bill” 
in the Forty-Second Congress, and during the 
same session opposed in two speeches and voted 
against the act “ to enforce the provisions of the 
fourteenth amendment of the Constitution of 
the United States and for other purposes.” He 
moved an amendment to the Specie-Payment 
bill and spoke and voted in the negative against 
military interference in the organization of the 
Louisiana Legislature in the Forty-third Con- 
gress. 

Senator Saulsbury spoke often, and always in 
criticism; indeed, he was considered by his col- 
leagues a chronie scold, In personal appearance 
he was a remarkable figure. He was 6 feet 2 
inches in height, hollow chested, round shoul- 
dered, with a sallow face and long, bony, much- 
withered fingers. He always wore a long green 
broadcloth coat, which was once described by a 
brother Senator “as fitting like a nightgown 
on a bedpust.” 

Senator Saulsbury was a bachelor and was the 
last survivor of five brothers.

ERASTUS DURNIN WEBSTER. 

Erastus Durnin Webster died at Washington 
yesterday. He was bornin Aurora, N. Y., in 
1827, learned the printer's trade in the 
Office of the Buffalo Express, and in 1849 
established an anti-slayery newspaper at 
Springville, N. Y. In 1859 he founded 
the Omaha Republican, and in 1860 
represented Nebraska in the National Repub- 
lican Convention. From 18 61 to 1865 he served 
as private secretary to Secretary Seward, and 
in 1864 was sent on asecret mission, under a 
safe conduct, inside the Confederate lines in 
Georgia and Florida. 

In 1865 he was appointed Consul at Bradford, 
England; in 1867 Deputy Surveyor of the Pora 
of New-York; in 1868 Assessor of Internal Rev- 
enue for the Thirty-second District of New- 
York, where he made a great fight against the 
bankers and brokers of Wall Street, compelling 
them to pay the wartax on the capital em- 
ployed in their business. 

In 1873 he was appointed Superintendent of 
Immigration at Castle Garden by Gov. Dix and 
in 1877 Inspector of Internal Revenue by Pres- 
ident Hayes. He was a delegate atlarge from 
Nebraska to the Minneapolis Convention of 
1892. Between 1875 and 1877 he was an edi- 
torial contributor to Tuk New-YOrRK Times.

DR. ASA MILLET. 

Dr. Asa Millet of East Bridgewater, Masa, 
who died Tuesday, was one of the most promi- 
nent physicians in the old colony. Re was 
born in Leeds, Me.,in 1813. He studied at 
Monmouth and Waterville and was graduated 
from the medical school of Bowdoin College in 
1842, and practiced in Mattapoisetts, Mass. In 
1861 he offered his services to Gov. Andrew. 
Being blind in the right eye Dr. Millet could no& 


enlist as a surgeon, but he was made a contrac 
surgeon under Gen. MoClellan in 1861, and did 
excellent service until sickness obliged him to 
return home. 

The only political oftice which Dr. Millet ever 
held was that of member of the Governor's 
Council during Gov. Andrews’ admunistra- 
tion. In 1880-81 he was Vice President of 
the Massachusetts Medical Society. He was @ 
member of the Society of the Sons of the Reva 
lution, and was also a member of the New-Enge 
land Genealogical Soolety. 

Dr. Millet leaves a wife and five children—. 
three sons and two daughters. The oldest son 
is Francis D. Millet, well known in literary and 
art circles, The other two sons are J. B, Millet, 
head of the J. B. Millet Company of Boston, 
and Dr. Charles 8. Millet of Rockland, Mass.

He passed from Bri- 
gade and Division Surgeon to be the head of the med- 
loal staff of Gen. Longstreet’s First Army Corps, 
Dr. Cullen built up a large practice in Richmond 
after the war. At the time of his death he was Dean 
of the Facuity and Professor of Surgery in the Kich- 
mond Medical College. 

WILLIAM L. FAwcerr?, financial editor of the Even, 
ing Post from 1882 to 1890, died Tuesday at 203 
West One Hundred and Third Street. Mr. Fawcett 
served the Government as a Mississippi steamboats 
pilot in the war. Afterward he worked for the Chi- 
ago Tribune and the /nter Ocean as a real estate and 
financial writer. He added to his reputation by a 
work entitled ‘‘Gold and Debt,’’ which he published 
in 1877.

THE NEW APPOINTEES. 


Joun 8. SermouR of Norwalk, Conn., the 
aewly-appointed Commissioner of Patents, was 
born in White Plains, N. Y.,in 1850. After re- 
seiving a legal education he settled in Norwalk, 
where he built up a large practice. He came 
inte prominence during the stormy quo war- 
ranto session of 1891-2, where he stood likea 
rock against the policy of the Republican 
Party. He was regarded as possessing the 
brains of the Senate during that long struggle. 
A month ago he was appointed Insurance Com- 
missioner by Gov. Morris, and since March 3 he 
has been exercising the duties of thatofiice. He 
waa elected to fill the place to which Clarence 


Deming of this city was appointed, but whose 
nomination the Senate refased toconfirm On 
March 3, when the confirmation of Mr. BSey- 
mmour was made by the Senate, a quorum was 
not present and avigorous protest was made by 
the Kepublicans. Only yesterday afternoon 
Senator Phelps, a Republican, wanted to have 
the Journal corrected to eliminate the record 
of Mr. Seymour’s confirmation.

He has 
served his State as Senator and District Attor- 
ney, but for the last fourteen years has been the 
County Judge of the court having civil jurisdic- 
tion. He has also been identified with banking 
interests. Those who know Mr. Lamoreux say 
he enjoys a high reputation for uprightness, 
good sense, and good citizenship. He could 
have remained upon the loeal bench as long as 
he desired, but it was his purpose to resign and 
retire to private life. Heisa resident of Hori- 
con, Dodge County, Wis. He if about fifty 
years of age and is said to bea manof great 
mental and physical vigor. His appointment 
wae strongly favered by all the Democratic 
Representatives in Congress from Wisconsin to 
the Fifty-second and Fifty-third Congress, the 
Presidential Electors, and practioally by all of 
the State officers and judiciary of Wisconsin. 

EDWARD A. BowWERS, nominated as Assistant 
Land Commissioner, is a young lawyer of Wash- 
ington, D. C., a college graduate, and a manof 
broad culture. He isa native of Connecticut. 
Some years ago he went to South Dakota and be- 
gan the practice oflaw. He was appointed by 
Secretary Lamar during Cleveland’s former 
Administration as Inspector of the Public Land 
fervice and served with marked ability. On 
his resignation he was made Secretary of the 
American Forestry Association, and is said to 
have been instrumental in securing the res- 
pervation vf over 10,000,000 acres of the public 
timber lands as permanent forest reservations.

WORK IN THE DEPARTMENTS DELAYED

WASHINGTON, March 22,—Seoretary Herbert 
spends most of his time with office seekers and 
has had little opportunity to attend to 
departmental matters. To-day on his desk 
there were 500 letters. This pile of correspond- 
enve mainly related to places which will be 
filled by the President and were not confined to 
any department. Yesterday Mr. Herbert an- 
swered 105 letters. He works until 7 o'clock 
each evening, trying to catch up. 

Robert A. Maxwell began his duttes to-day as 
Fourth Agsistant Postmaster General. His 


redecessor, Mr. E. G. Rathbone, introduced 
im to the employes and then relinquished to 


him his chair and desk. 

The new officer was prepared to begin work, 
but office seekers made their appearance, and 
for the remainder of the day Mr. Maxwell 
listened to the “claims” of Democrats from all 

arts of the eountry. it will be a week or more 
Sedere Mr. Maxwell will be able to get down to 
business. There are thousands of resignations 
demanding his attention, and thousands of ap- 
plications which must be considered.

STATISTICS WILL BE UNCOLORED. 


THE SELECTION OF JUDGE ROBINSON 


MR. DODGE’8S PLACE. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—Satisfaction has 
been expressed to-day over the change in 
statisticians in the Department of Agriculture. 
For years Mr. J. R. Dodge has been Chief Stat- 
istician, and his reports have been used by the 
Republicans in support of the protection the- 
ory. Mr. Dodge was a partisan figuremaker, 
and his ideas regarding the tariff question have 
colored all his reports. 

Itis the belief of Secretary of Agriculture 
Morton that statistics furnished by the depart 
ment should be uncolored, and when he assumed 
the place of Mr. Rusk he began to look for a 
suitable successor to Mr. Dodge. Of all the men 
recommended to him Judge Henry A. Robinson 


of Detroit pleased him most. Jadge Robinson 
is Commissioner of the Michigan Labor Bureau, 
and has long had a reputation as a painstaking 
statistician. He was indorsed for the position 
by Thomas G. Shearman and Representative 
John De Witt Warner of New-York and by Rep- 
resentative T. L. Johnson of Ohio. Mr. Shear- 
man said: 

“Mr. Robinson has,in my judgment, placed himself 
in the front rank of Commissioners of Laber iu the 
different States. Hehas a capacity for collecting 
statistics and for intelligently handling them after 
they are collected, which is very rare. Most of the 
reports of labor bureaus give a mass of informa- 
tion leading nowhere; and Mr. Robinson is one of 
the very few who have known how to arrange 
such statistics upon the line of a detinite principle 
and with a etinite purpose, while at the 
game time carefully avoiding the temptation 
to mold the facts aceording to a preconceived theory. 
It is my belief that the farmers who are so widely 
reached by the Agricultural Statistician need the 
enlightment which a thoroughly intelligent and com- 
petent officer can give, and that the department 
needs the correct information which only such an 
oflicer can obtain, and that Mr. Robinson will ocom- 
pletely fill the demands of the place in these and in 
all other respects.”’ 

Secretary Morton said this afternoon to a cor- 
respondent of THE New-YorK TIMES that Judge 
Robinson was appointed to the Michigan Labor 
Bureau by Gov. bk. B. Winans, an old friend of 
the Seoretary’s, who had now come forward with 
a strong indorsement of the Judge. ‘ I am sat- 
istied,” said the Secretary, *‘ that in Judge Rob- 
inson I have found aman wbo will prove very 
peneficial to the department. He is a statis- 
tician rather than avote giver. The fact that 
he will be connected with a Democratic Admin- 
istration will mean that the farmers of the 
country will not be furnished with fallacious 
ideas. This department will not, while I am at 
its head, take any partin promoting any polit- 
ical theories.’’ 

Judge Robinson will assume bis duties abouts 
April 1.

WASHINGTON, Maroh 22.—The “stalwart” 
Democrats from Kansas who have been in the 
city several days waiting for an opportunity to 
talk with Mr. Cleveland concerning the political 
outlook in their State, and the bestowal of the 
patronage, are feeling particularly good to- 
night, because of the reception accorded two 
of their number by the President this morning. 

J. B. Crouch, editor of the Hutchinson (Kan.)

DEMOCRATS OFFER COMPROMISE. 


WILL LET REPOBLIOAN SENATE 
REMAIN UNTIL JULY. 


THEY 
FMPLOYES 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—As a result of the 
meeting this morning of the Democratic 
“ateering’’ committee of the Senate, it was 
Gecided to offer a com promise proposition to the 
Republicans for the reorganization of tne Sen- 
ate force of employes. The majority of the 
committee was evidently fearful that the Dem- 
ocratic plan would meet with failure if persist- 
ed in, and the counsel of the more timid mem- 
bers prevailed. 

In the executive session of the Senate whieh 
followed the regular meeting of that body this 
afternoon Mr. Gorman, the Chairman of the 
“steering” committee, brought up the ques- 
tion of the proposed reorganization, and said to 
the Republicans thatit had been decided that 


the easiest way to ust the matter would be 
to permit the present force of employes to con- 
tinue to draw pay until July 1, at which time 
the Democratic employes selected might be 
sworn in and enter upon their duties. Mr. 
Gorman declared that thisgplan would work no 
hardship to the retiring a ge ng but would 
give them a vacation, wit pay for three 
months. Itseemed to him that the proposition 
was eminently fair, d he expressed the hope 
that the minority would agree to it. 

Mr. Sherman, (Rep., Ohio,) who acted as 
spokesman for the Republican Senators, told 

r. Gorman that he appreciated fully the spirit 
which actuated this offer. but that it would be 
impossible to give a definite reply until after 
the Republicans had met in caucus and dis- 
cussed the question. This caucus will be held 
to-morrow, and itis expected that the Repub- 
licans will be able to submit their reply the day 
after, or at the next executive session follow- 
ing their meeting. 

There isa decided disinclination on the part 
of Senators of both parties to discuss the out 
come of the struggle forthe offices. In view 
of the action of the Democratio “ steering ”’ 
committee, the feeling is gaining ground that 
the Democrats will be unwilling to carry out 
their original intention of changing the forces 
of employes at present, ifthe Republicans de- 
cide to reject the compremise proposition 
offered this morning. One Democratic Senator 
said to-night that,in his opinion, if the com- 
promise offer was refused, the Democrats would 
submit a resolution in open session to proceed 
with the reorganization of the forces. This 
course would precipitate a struggle which 
might last indefinitely. 

Mr. Manderson (Rep., Neb.,) resigned his po- 
sition as President pro tempore of the Senate to- 
dey. and Mr. Harris (Dem., Tenn.) was elected 
in his place.

SECRETARY CARLISLE’S POLICY. 


NO RESUMPTION OF THE “SCARE” 
FEELING IN THE TREASURY. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—President Cleveland 
has succeeded in avoiding a resumption in the 
Treasury of the “scare” feeling that appeared 
to possess that department during the closing 
hours of Secretary Foster’s control. 

There were some reports about in February 
that were not always comfortable or reassur- 
ing. They filled the air in the neighborhood of 


the Treasury with an odor of speculation, and 
the concern with which the shifting conditions 
of the money market were watched was cal- 
culated to give the impression that the Treas- 
ury had taken a contract to keep the money 
market right and was afraid it would not be 
able to carry it out.

GREEDY ALLIANCE MEN. 


THEY WANT ALL THE FEDERAL OF- 
FICES IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—The South Caro- 
linians who bave been talking to the President 
about the distribution of the patronage in that 
State have been encouraged to believe, from the 
appointment of Gen. Hampton as Commis- 
sioner of Railroads, that the Administration will 
not pay any attention to the Alliance Party in 
that State. But the Alliance men, who have 
secured about all the offices there are to be had 
under the State Government, have come here to 
assert aright to have the State's offices at the 
disposal of the President and the members of 
Congress. They call themselves “‘reformers,’’ 
but they are as hungry for spoils as are most 
spoilamen. 

The regular Democrats, who were Cleveland 
men in South Carolina, while the Alliance men 
were for almost anybody to beat‘ Cleveland, 
trast that no enoouragement will be ex- 
tended to the Alliance in the way of 
offices.

THE CURRENCY QUESTION. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The adverse balance of our trade with ether 
nations inereases, as shown by official returns 
published from month to month. We import 
more merchandise and export less. The large 
crops of 1891 stimulated the consumption of 
foreign luxuries, and the monthly issues of cur- 
rency for sliver have encouraged speculation. 
Abundance of fiat money made our market the 
dearest in the world to sellin. Foreign produce 
is sent over to be disposed of here, and the 
prices of our staples are held above their parity 
abroad, se that they accumulate instead of be- 
ing exported. Under ordinary cireumstances 
the debt of the country thus created would be 
offsets by sales of our securities. But we are 
oblized to ship gold, as foreigners are more dis- 
posed to realize on the investments made here 
than inorease them. Confidence in the stability 
of our currency has been shaken. Our foolish 
attempt to maintain artificially the price of 
silver above its natural level has engendered 
mistrust. Inthe acoumulation of the white metal 
we have thus far expended nearly $500,000,000, 
on which the loss would average about 20 per 
cent. if we could sell it at the present market 
price. But we can neither sell so large a quan- 


tity nor use it for a medium of circulation. We 
would refuse to take it if it were coined and re- 
coined te correspond in weight with its ever- 
varying value. Notes issued on a like basis 
would also find no favor unless they could be 
exohanged for gold. 


SILVEK AS MEROHANDISE. 

Friends of silver continue to insist that it 
must be a proper measure of values because it 
has been one in the past. Their failure at the 
conference in Brussels does not seem to con- 
vince them of the fallacy of this theory. To 
impartial observers 1t has long been evident 
that the white metal has practically become 


merchandise ever since it first became abun- 
dant, and began te cheapen, some twenty years 


ago. 
any attempts to maintain artificially the 
rices of various kinds ef merchandise have 
ailed in the course of time. I will enumerate 

some which have come under my observation: 

Quinine, the most useful of all drugs, is made 
by a few wealthy ims (like Powers & Weight- 
man in Philadelphia) here and in Europe. Some 
ten years ago these manufacturers agreed with 
each other to sell none under a certain price. 
The production of the bark from which the arti- 
ole is made had increased to marge preportions. 
It became necessary to buy it all to prevent it 
from falling into the hands of outsiders, until the 
Aopen amounted to more than the menopo- 

ists could or wouldcarry. The combination 
went to pieces. Boehringer, the leader, who 
was the largest operator of them all, and the 

irector of the Fabrica Lombarda at Milan, 
ailed ignominiously, together with the mer- 
ehants in London who backed him, on Aug. 7, 
1884. The price, which had been considered 
a at $1.25, gradually declined until it is 
worth less than 20 cents per ounce now. 

Ingot copper had been about 20 cents a pound 
until the Anaconda and some ricoh Arizona 
mines were discovered. The value fell, as the 
supply increased, to 10 centeaa peund. A syn- 
dicate was formed in 1887 under the leadorship 
of Mr. Secretan of Paris, the largest consumer 
of the artiole, to control the market and dictate 
its price to other manufacturers. He succeeded 
in prevailing upon some mines to ourtail their 
beet we but others were stimulated by the 

igh prices to produce more. Mr. Secretan had 
the immense resources of the Rothschilds and 
the en A d’Escompte at his command. 
With their powerful aid he succeeded in ad- 
vaneing the price ef copper from 101, cents in 
September, 1887, to 18 cents in November, 
This value was nearly maintained throughout 
the year 1888. But the syndicate was finally 
obliged to stop purchases in 1889. With the 
failure of Secretan the price fell to nearly 11 
cents. That has been about the value ever 
since. 

I could enumerate other disastrous attempts 
made at various times, when ingenuity, backed 
by immense resources, has failed to support the 
prices of articles, because their production in- 
———- in a@ greater ratio than the consump- 
tion. 

We bave enormous resources at our command, 
immeasurably larger than the combined wealth 
of the parties to whom I have referred, but they 
will not avail to alter the laws of nature, The 
ounce of silver which was worth $1.29 in 1873 
will bring only 83 cente to-day, andthe annual 
produotion of the world, which was 63,000,000 
ounces then, is about 150,000,000 ounces now. 
The question whether the production has been 
stimulated more by our purchases or by im- 
Poot machinery employed in richer mines 

oes not alter the value. It is affected by the 
overwhelming increase of supply without a cor- 
repeanune demand. 

If we issue bonds to maintain gold payments 
the question remains, how long may we con- 
tinue a policy so ruinous? Sooner or later we 
must cease borrowlng gold to buy silver. 

CONSEQUENCES OF A GOLD PREMIUM. 

We are under no legal obligations to pay gold 
for principal or interest of our bonds, nor for 
the redemption of any outstanding notes aside 
from the gold certificates issued against special 
deposits. We simply have agreed to pay coin. 
In 1870, when the bonds were created, no dlffer- 
ence existed between the values of gold and ail- 
ver dollars. Our Government bas invariably 
paid gold, and will doubtless so continue until 
the stock is exhausted, or until Congress by free 
coinage or & similar measure adopts silver as 
our standard of values. In either case gold will 
be at a premium, and we will have the experi- 
ence of a fiuctuating medium of exchange 
somewhat similar to the one which we had dur- 
ing our civil war. It would differ, however, in 
some material points. When payment of specie 
was suspended in 1862 the premium rose slow- 
ly. It was graduated by the cuntidence in the 
integrity of the Union. Now it would he regu- 
lated by the market value of the silver dollarsin 
whioh we decide to pay. On the basis of their 
actual value of to-day (64 cents) the premium 
would be 55 per cent. The specie hoarded 
twenty years ago was sold when the owners 
thought that the chances of war were in our 
favor. Owners of gold pow would be guided 
by the value of silver. There are some indica- 
tions of gold having been hoarded already. The 
scarcity of currency in our banks seems to indi- 
cate that timid people convert their means into 
gold, to guard against shrinkage. When Wilson 
G. Hunt died recently he left almost a million 
of gold in his safe. The banks of Denver, the 
stronghold of the silverites, bave begun to ac- 
cumulate the yellow metal in amounts not war- 
ranted by the necessity of their business. 

A suspension of gold payments must seriously 
affect divers interests. The rich would not be 
the chief sufferers; allsavings would depreciate, 
while everything elee would rise nominally. Im- 
ported and exportable merchandise would feel 
the effect first, then real estate. Wages weuld be 
the last to follow. ‘This was the case during the 
war, which depleted the labor market by its own 
exigencies and the industries which it created. 
Notonly would thatetimulus be now wanting, but 
a general depression would discourage new en- 
terprises: Eventually wages may also rise. But 
for a long time the dollar of the poor would buy 
no more than 64 cents’ worth of food. The 
small farmer may get $1.20 a bushel for the 
wheat which brings only 80 cents now; but he 
must pay a corresponding advance for all he 
consumes. Large producers d traders who 
can pow determine the valueof their goods by 
the prices which they bring in the mar- 
kets of the world would be compelled 
to reckon as well with the fluctuating value of 
silver; and they would virtually be obliged to 
speculate on it. The Parsee merchants of India 
have had enough of this experience, and would 
willingly make sacrifices to secure a sound cur- 
rency. Even the numerous class of our debt- 
ore would be surprised by the difficulties which 
they would encounter to obtain the cheap dol- 
lars for which they clamor so loudly. 

The issue of bonds to replenish the stoek of 
gold in the Treasury will restore confidence 
when we are assured that silver purchases will 
cease. 

A POSSIBLE REMEDY. 

The dificult problem is how to get a majority 
in Congress to vote forthis measure. [ have 
thought of a compromise which may be worthy 
of consideration. Let the national banking law 
be amended so that the Controller of the Cur- 
rency is permitted to issue $1,500 in bank notes 
for every $1,000 worth of gold or silver bullion 
which may be deposited bya national bank 
with any authorized agent of the Treasury. For 
the excess of notes issued over the value of 
such deposit the assets of the bank and every 
individual stockholder in it should be held lia- 
ble in preference to other creditors of the insti- 
tution. A bank witha oapital of $200,000 sv 
invested in silver bullion could then obtain 
notes for $300,000, earning interest at 3 per 
cent. per annum on its ciroulation. The quantity 
of the bullion would have to be kept up accord- 
ing to its market value. The Secretary of the 
Treasury may ascertain such value, if the same 
law directs him to offer a smali portion of our 
silver, say, 500,000 ounces a month, by inviting 
tenders for it, selling that quantity whenever 
the price ie advantageous. A part of our silver, 
would thus be gradually disposed of. My prop- 
osition should find favor with friends of silver 
because it provides a market for their metal. 

A portion of our currency would then still be 
Dazed on silver, but it would have the addi- 
tional security demanded from the bank and 
its stockholders. The Hon. M. D. Harter, mem- 
ver of Congress from Ohio, has seriously pro- 
posed to issue notes to national banks against 
no other security than making them a first lien 
on their assets. He believes this can safely be 
done, because less than a million of dollars 
would have been lost during the thirty years 
the national banking system existed if no bonds 
had been deposited. 

My plan would offer more safety and a flexible 
currency issued as wanted. A sound medium 
of exchange is the life blood of our body politio. 
Until we find means to obtain it we remain in 
constant danger.

BILLS AGAINST MONOPOLIES. 
— 
-FOOD TRUSTS PROHIBITED—MAXIMUM 
COAL PRICES TO BE FIXED. 


ALBANY, March 22.—Two bills designed to 
prevent monopolies in articles of general neces- 
sity were intreduced in the Senate to-day by 
the Committee on General Laws and referred 
to the Committee of the Whole. 

One of the bills prohibits the making of any 
contract or combination whereby competition 
in the supply or price of any article of common 
use for the support of life or health may be re- 
strained or prevented. Every person making 
such & contract or combination after the bill is 
passed is to be fined, on conviction, $5,000, or 
beimprisoned not longer than one year, or be 
both fined an imprisoned. * 

The other bi A peowseee for the appointment of 
a Board of Coal Commissioners, consisting of 
three members, by the Governor. with the ad- 
vioe and consent of the Senate. The bill makes 
it the duty of the board to fix the maximum 
prices that may be asked or received for an- 
thraoite coal sold in the State for consumption 
therein, and also to fix the maximum charges 
for the transportation of coal on railroads or 
waterways within the State. The prices are to 
be variously fixed aceording to the reasonable 
cost at the pl of delivery. The bill directs 
the board to bold public meetings at ieast once 
in every three months for the purpose of deter- 
mining the prices, and any person interested 
shall have an opportunity of being heard. Pro- 
vision is made for the publication of the prices. 

The determinations of the board may be re- 
viewed by a writ of certiorari, and upon the 
final order or decision of the court the board 
must immediately rehear and redetermine the 
matters so reviewed. Each member of the 
board is to receive $10 for every day actually 
ogee in the business of the board. Any person

FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 


New-Yorr, Wednesday, March 22—P. M. 

The room traders had the market almost en- 
Birely to themselves to-day. The average of 
prices is so low that bear operators hesitate to 
put out new contracts, while on the other hand 
those who would like to bull stocks see nothing 
fn the near future to encourage buying. The re- 
pult is a condition approaching stagnation. 

The present ease in money is regarded as 
largely artificial. It is sald to be due to the 
loaning of $5,000,000 by the Sugar Company— 
the money which will be used for the payment 
of the dividend on Aprill. Foreign Exchange 
rates continue firm, and several prominent 
bankers to-day gave it as their opinion that gold 
shipments would be resumed on Saturday. 

With the exception of Chicago Gas the indus- 
triale were all strong, the advances extending 
to 1%. Chicago Gas lost 142 points on rumors 
that franchises were to be granted to new op- 
position companies in its territory. Silver bull- 
lon certificates sold at 82% and bar silver at 
B17, the lowest prices which have ever been 
made.

But for the fact that Mary Jane Weibel is 
Dlind she might have read yesterday that she is 
a “blind girl, nearly twenty-eight years old—a 
comely brunette”; that her lawyer, Stephen M. 
Hoye, had expressed tle belief that she was 
under lock and key in the basement of the Hotel 
Bristol, 13 East Eleventh Street, this city, 

Miss Weibel is nearer forty years old than 
twenty-eight. Shoe is also a plain-looking wo- 
man. When @ representative of Tnx Nrw- 
York Times called upon her yesterday at the 
Hotel Bristol he found her in a large room on a 


level with the sidewalk. When asked if she had 
been restrained of her liberty the blind woman 
paid: 

“I go out and come in when I have any one to 
accompany me. The room is not as nice as I 
would like, but it suite me fairly well, because 
I am here by myself and don’t have to come in 
contact with the boarders.” 

Miss Weibel says she has begun a snit against 
her sister, Mrs. Florence Adele Case, proprie- 
treas of the Bristol, for the recovery of $21,000, 
which she alleges was left to her by her meth- 
er’s will, 

“I don’t know how the case got into the pa- 
pers, unless my lawyer mentioned the matter, 
said Miss Weibel. ‘ 

“ Your sister has not restrained you, then! 

“No. lget what I want to eat and go where 
I please, but I want to know what has become 
of the money mother left. All I have ever re- 
ceived is $1,500. I was induced to sign papers 
by my cousin, Daniel Koswell Hatch, 4 lawyer, 
and | think they got me to sign away what be- 

n to me.” 
ae. Hatch is a lawyer, with an_ office at 52 
Broadway. He said yesterday: “ I have noth- 
ing tosay about this story of aB alleged wrong 
done to Miss Weibel, beyond the statement that 
she has not been wronged.” 

A friend of Miss Weibel and her sister, Mra. 
Case, said: “ Miss Weibel’s stepfather, Henry 
B. Davis, died in 1888, leaving life insurance 
policies worth about $21,000, His wife took 
the greater portion of this money to pay debts 
inourred by her husband. 

“She died a few months after her husband’s 
demise and left her property to her daugiter, 
Mra. Florence Adele Case, with the understand- 
ing that she would provide for her sister, Miss 
Weibel The money was not left to the blind 
woman,” 

Stephen M. Hoye ie Miss Weibel’s counsel, and 
he says he proposes to have the papers which 
his client signed produced in court. 

Mr. and Mrs. Case said Miss Weibel had been 
tenderly cared for, was free to go where she 
pleased, and denied the allegation that she had 
been deprived of any money due her.

CANNOT GET REFINED OIL, 
a 
REFUSAL OF THE STANDARD COMPANY 
IT TO SHIPPERS. 


TO SELL 


Bhippers of refined oil are disturbed over the 
refusal of the Standard Oil Company to sell 
them this product. Without it they cannot fill 
their roreign orders, and vessels fitted for carry- 
ing oil lie idle in the docks. Refined oil is 
quoted at 5.30, but offers for it at 15 points ad- 
vance have been declined at the Standard of- 
fices with the invariable reply that this oom- 
pany has no oil to sell 

The facts are thus set forth in the circular of 


Cornish & Mead of 76 Beaver Street: 

“ Barrel and case petroleum freights have dwin- 
dled to comparatively small proportions, and as if to 
complicate and make matters worse, the Standard 
Oil Company, for some occult purpose, ie under- 
stood to have for an indetinite period refused to sell 
refined for export to Europe, thas narrowing the 
field of employment for vessels iv the trans-Atlantic 
oil trade tocrude ard naphtha, which goes chietly 
to French ports.” 

This course of the Standard Oil Company has 
become s0 oppressive toshipperé, however, that 
they are looking below the surface for causes 
and motives. It looks to many of them as if the 
Standard Oil Company had set out to monopo- 
lize the markets of the world by wiping out the 
middlemen, or shippers. 

Any foreign consumer oan buy oil through the 
company’s agencies abroad at the price regularly 
quoted, but except for cargoes of crude oil to 
France and Italy no shipper here can be accom- 
modated. Supplies have been cut off from Eng- 
land, Germany, aud Scandinavia, and indica- 
tions are that they will not be resumed except 
through the company’s agencies. : 

Shippers have been able to get only indiffer- 
ent relief from outside refiners, who are obliged 
to decline orders because their greatest possi- 
ble product for the next three or four months 
has been engaged, and not knowing what the 
Standard may do with prices they do not dare 
make contracts further ahead. 

It is also reported thatthe Standard Company 
intends to equip its own line of tank steamers.

SAVINGS BANKS OBJECT 


\WHEIR PRESIDENTS WILL TRY TO 
CRANGE THE BLOODGOOD BILL. 


narra THAT IT DOES NOT SUFFICIENT- 
LY PROTECT DEPOSITORS — JOHN 
HARSEN RHOADES SAYS THE RELIEF 
FROM IT WOULD BE A MERE BAGA- 
TELLE—MORE SAFEGUARDS NEEDED. 

The efficers of savings banks in this oilty were 
anything but pleased at the action of the State 
Benate on Tuesday in passing the Bloodgood 
bili to amend the law which prescribes the lim- 
itations of investments of savings-bank de- 


posits. 
They sald that the Bloodgood bill not only fell 


far short of what was wanted to provide for a. 


suitabie outlet for deposita, but it was not, in its 
terms, hedged about with those safeguards 
which a bill ought to have that came so nearly 
within reaching distance of the pocketbooks of 
all savings-bank depositors. 

Moreover, according to the published reports 
of the debate on the bill, the savings banks had 
been put in a false light as regards the bill. It 
appeared as if they had indorsed tbe bill, while 
what they did indorse was the Mullin bill, whieh 
was very different in its provisions. 

The bill which passed the Senate provides 
that savings banks may invest their surplus de- 
posits in the city bonds of the Cities of Boston, 
Providence, Worcester, Detroit, New-Haven, St. 
Louis, and Cleveland. It does not limit the 
pmount which may be taken from any one city, 
aor doses it limit the amount of a bank’s de- 
posits which may be 80 invested, according to 
one of the bankers ‘who discussed the bili yes- 
terday. 

The total bonded indebtedness of the cities 
named, it was said, was not enough, even if all 


the bonds were taken by the savings banks in 
this State, to offer any large advantage over the 

ntlaw governing investments. The reason 
attributed by some of the bankers for the favor 
which this bill found at Albany in preference to 
the Mullin bill is that the New-York City legis- 
Jators feared that if so large an opportunity for 
investment as the latter provided were given, 
the savings banks would take the bonds of 
other cities in preference to those of New-York. 

y thus limiting the field for investment, the 

ew- York City men counted on a ready market 
for New-York bonds. 

The lack of protection to the depositors 
which would exist if the Bloodgood bill became 
we one of the principal causes of com- 
Plain 

The officers of the savings banks of the Btate 
have a large committee, composed of many of 
the Presidents of leading savings banks of the 
State, which has been interested in legislation 
aifecting savings banks. There is an Exeou- 
tive Committee of seven eelected from 
this committee, which has immediate 
charge of affairs so far as the banks 
oan have charge of legislation which is 
contemplated. This committee of seven is com- 
posed of John Harsen Rhoades, President of the 
Greenwich Savings Bank; James McMahon, 
President of the Emigrant Industrial Savings 

ank; A.C. Miller of Utica, J. H. King of Al- 

any, H. P. Morgan of Brooklyn, Andrew Mills, 
President of the Dry Dock Savings Bank, and 
W. C. Sturges, President of the Seamen's Sav- 
ings Bank. 

Some members of this committee will go to 
Albany to-day to present the views of the sav- 
inge-bank ofticials on several bills now pending. 
The Bloodgood bill will receive some attention, 
and the bankere will endeaver to secure some 
changes to be made when the bill reaches the 
House. 

“ The bill which the officials of the savings 
banke wanted provided that bonds might be 
purchased in cities of 50,000 inhabitants or 
more in certain States which are named,” 
Chairman John Harsen Rhoades said to a NEw- 
York Times reporter yesterday. ‘‘ Under that 
bill bonds of twenty-six cities might be pur- 
chased. The bill was carefully drawn and was 
explicitin its terms defining the amount of 
bonds which might be purchased. Bonds might 
be purchased only in cities whose debt was not 
more than 7 per cent. of its valuation, exclusive 
of ite water bonds. It provided that no bank 
should invest more than 25 per cent. of ite as- 
sets in the bonds of cities outside the State, nor 
more than 5 per cent. inany one city. It fur- 
ther provided that uo bank should assume more 
than 10 per cent. of the indebtedness ef any 
city. 

** Under the bill which passed, a savings bank 
might hold the entire debt of a city or make its 
entire investment of surplus deposite in bonds 
of cities outside the State, which is, according 
to our idea, not a safe system of finanoiering. 

“The relief afforded by the Bloodgood bill 
would bea mere bagatelle. In ten years the 
savings banks might make investments of, per- 
haps, from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000. The bill 
is not enough, and its policy is not good. 

“There isa need of some wider fie!d for in- 
vestment of savings-bank funds. The munic- 
ipal bonds of this State are notsufficient. The 
savings-bank deposits last year showed an in- 
crease of $40,000,000, his is about four 
times the increase in the municipal indebted- 
pess.”’ 

One of the bills to which the savings-bank 
Presidents will give some attention at Albany 
is that requiring the publication of accounts 
unolaimed after twenty-two years. This bill 
also provides that accounts unclaimed at the 
expiration of that period shall be turned into 
the State Treasury. The Presidents will at- 
tempt to show that thie is unconstitutional.

Miss Arina Hugenholtz, 
another exhibitor at the Water Color’sin New- 
York, sends here two specimens, ‘‘In the Lane” 
and “‘Two Mothers.’’ From Artz comes a 
pastoral, a young shepherd of to-day seated on 
® gTassy slope with dog asleep behind him and 
sheep about; he is playing the flute. An im- 
pressionist landscape with cloudwork notable 
for ite a clouds comes from J. H. 
Weissenbruch; itis called “ A Holland Farm,” 
and shews the true Holland atmosphere loaded 
with moisture. 

Names that sonnd strange are W. de Zwart, 
‘who has a nicely-washed-in scene from farm 
life, ‘‘ Opening the Sheepfold”’; W. C. Rip, with

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HARRIS HAS NO MORE HOPE#. 


HE EXPECTS NOTHING FROM THE GOV-. 
ERNOR—TO SING SING TO-DAY. 


Carlyle W. Harris will be taken from the 
Tombs to the cell in the murderers’ row of Sing 
Sing Prison to-day, there to remain until in the 
week beginning May 8 he is taken out to die. 

Harris has broken duwn under the conviction 
that the efforts his friends are making to ob- 
tain Executive clemency will not avail He 


unable to sleep, dressed himself, and began to 
work on the statement heis preparing for his 
lawyer. What this statement is nobody knows. 
Asked if it was a confession, Harris replied: 

“ How can you ask me that question after the 
solemn oaths I have repeatedly taken that I am 
innocent of the crime with I have been charged 
and for which I am to be killed?” 

Harris eats well, and gets the best that the 
restaurant keeper atthe Tombs can give him, 
although he has ne money to pay forit. The 
cook thinks he is innocent. 

Just after 8 o’clock in the morning Prof. R. 
Ogden Doremus, classmate and friend of the 
deceased Dr. MoCready, who was grandfather 
of the doomed man, went to the cell and re- 
mained for an hour. Prof. Doremus remarked 
that he thought it was a shame that a new trial 
had not been given to Harris on the evidence 
putin to prove that Helen Potts was addicted 
to the use of morphine. He asked Harris if he 
would like to have a further delay secured in 
his removal to Sing Sing. Harris replied: 

“It would be no use. I must go some time. 
There would be nothing gained by my staying 
here longer. I might as well go now and have 
itover. My being here is a certain worry to 
mother, and I think it will be better to have it 
all over.” 

Harris is troubled with a racking headache. 

It does not seem to affect his remarkably even 
temper, however. He took his hour’s exercise 
walking about the corridor yesterday as usual. 
For the first time since he was arrested, how- 
ever, he denied himself to the newspaper men 
until 4 o’olook in the afternoon, when he re- 
ceived them all together. 
m He was looking haggard. He bade his callers 
farewell tearfully, saying that it was probably 
the last time that he would meetthem. He 
thanked those whom he knew had been follow- 
ing his case throughout for the fair manner in 
which they had treated him. He said that he 
Was receiving a great number of letters from 
people declaring their belief in his innocence, 
and many gifts of books, fruits, and even 
money. 

“If people wil) only think Iam innocent that 
is all I care about,’ he said. ‘I wish publicly 
to thank everybody who has said a kind word 
or done a kind act for me, in signing the peti- 
tions to the Governor andin other ways. I have 
no hope from the petitions to the Governor, but 
5 aepeeeate the motive of those who sign 
them.” 

Harris will be taken from the Tombs at 6:30 
o'clock and to Sing Sing at 7:30 o'clock. He 
does not know the hour of his departure.

THEY DO NOT BELIEVE THE CHARGES 
OF JAMES w. DIXON, 


Mr. Charles N. Codding, a lawyer at 49 Wall 
Street, managing clerk for Henry A. Root, who 
is charged by Capt. James W. Dixon of Flush- 
ing, L. I., with misappropriating the property 
of his brother, Henry W. Dixon, as toldin THE 
New-York TimMEs, made a statement about the 
case yesterday. Mr. Codding said that Henry 
W. Dixon is in California. 

“I was with him a week or so ago, and we 
spent a very pleasant time together,” he said. 

Then Mr. Codding read a letter from Henry 
W. Dixon which he had just received. The let- 
ter referred to the visitof Mr. Codding to Cali- 
fornia, and said how muoh tle writer had 
missed him, and referred in very cordial terms 
to Mr. Root. Mr. Codding then said: 

“ As to the statement that Henry W. Dixon 
has only $20,000 of his property left, that is all 
nonsense, and I will cash his check for $40,000 
to-morrow if he wishes it. Of course, he has 
spent some of it, as hois aman who has trav- 
eled around a great deal and has known nothing 
of business. I will tell you how Mr. Root and 
he happened to be intimate. Henry and James 
Dixon are the sons of Senator Dixan of Con- 
necticut, and when Mr. Root was a young man 
Benator Dixon met him and took a fancy to 
him. The Senator helped him in his practice, 
and, in fact, he started Mr. Root in life. The 
young men met inthis way, and when Henry 
Dixon's money was left to him, he asked Mr. 
Root to be his man of business. Henry Dixon 
knew nothing of business, and he practically 
said se, and gave the management of his estate 
to his friend, Mr. Root. Though he did this, he 
knew what was being done with his property 
by Mr. Root, and was perfectly satistied. 

“The whole trouble about this matter is that 
James Dixon wants to get control of the prop- 
erty of his brother himself, and he is not the 
man to have it, because when his father died he 
left Henry’s portion to him absolutely; but that 

art of the estate which went to James was 
eft to a conservator.” 

Mr. Codding further said: 

“Abouttwo years ago James went to Con- 
necticut and tried to have his brother adjudged 
insane. He was thrown out of court immediate- 
ly. Then in January, 1892, when Henry was 
visiting his brother James, James had a jury de 
lunatico inguirendo itmpaneled. It was made 
up of his cronies, and they adjudged Henry in- 
sane and gave him and his property into James’s 
custody. Then this jury compelled James to 
give bond in the sum of $500 to manage prop- 
erty whioh, in his own statement, James thought 
was worth $70,000.” 

Mr. Codding laughed at the idea that Henry 
Dixon is insane, and he said that al! that part 
of the complaint which stated that Henry 
Dixon’s mind was gradually growing weaker 
and weaker was the veriest rubbish. r. Cod- 
ding denied positively that Mr. Root had appro- 
priated the $70,000 which had been paid Henry 
Dixon for 55 Cedar Street when he had sola 
this property to the New-York Mutual Life In- 
surance Company. He also denied positively 
that Henry Dixon had oonveyed a farm worth 
$15,000 to Mr, Root without consideration. 

Mr. Codding spoke of the withdrawal of Mr 
Simon H. Stern as _— trustee with Mr. Root 
from the trusteeship of $25,000 of Henry W. 
Dixon’s money, deposited, at Mr. Dixon's sug- 

estion, with the Manhattan Trust Company. 

his fund could be drawn on upon the signature 
of one of the trustees and Mr. Dixon. The 
Helena National Bank of Montana offered as in- 
ducement for the deposit of money that it would 
pay more interest than was paid by the Man- 
hattan Company, and it was decided to place 
$20,000 of the money tn ‘that bank. Mr. Stern 
then suggested that, as the money had been 
moved from New-York to Helena, it would be 
better for him to withdraw as trustee, as it 
would be too inconvenient for him to go Weat 
should Mr. Dixon need his signature or his 
presence to draw out his money. He with- 
drew, and two certificates of deposit were ob- 
tained from the bank, and these were deposited 
with the Central Safety Deposit Company of Chi- 
cago in the name of Mr. Dixon and Mr. Koot.

Mr. James Dixon, it was said yesterday by 
others who knew Mr. Root, was pressing this 
enit at this time because it was very inconve- 
nient for Mr. Root to answer just at present. 
Mr. Root is engaged in a contest over the will 
of his uncle, Andrew J. Davis of Montana, who 
died in 1890, leaving, $10,000,000. At that 
time Mr. Root left Ne\-York for Montana, and 
there he has since resided. 

Mr. Root was a successful Wall Street lawye:, 
and is said to be afriend of Addison Cammack, 
Jordan L. Mott, and other well-known men. He 
is a member of the New- York Club. His friends 
here all say that he is the last man in the world 
to be guilty of the acts charged by Jamos W.

TESTIFIED HOLDING HBR BABY.

MISS ROSENTHAL’S BREACH OF PROMISE 
SUIT AGAINST FIREMAN WEIMER. 





To prove that she had good grounds for seek- 
ing $10,000 damages, Miss Bertha Rosenthal 
yesterday took her six-months’-old baby into 
the City Court, where she is suing James 
Weimer for breach of promise of marriage be- 
fore Judge McGown. Misa Rosenthal is aged 
twenty-seven and lives with her parents at 129 
Rivington Street. She makes cloaks. 

When a jury had been selected the plaintiff 
took the stand, holding her baby, and told her 
story. Weimer, she said, was a fireman attached 
to Hook and Ladder Company No. 6, stationed 
at 77 Canal Street. She was introduced to him 
in October, 1890. On the night of April 17, 
1891, he induced her to drink two glasses of 
sherry, she said, and then took her to her home. 
Her parents were absent, and when she began 
to ory and upraid him he told her not to worry. 

**A wedding ring,” he said, ‘‘ would make 
things all right.” Afterward he put the mar- 
riage off from time to time, testified Miss Rosen- 
thal 

Miss Rosenthal’s child was born Sept. 16, 
1892, and on the 10th of that month Weimer 
called on her for the last time. Oct. 25 she had 
him arrested, and he was ordered to pay her 
$2.50 a week. 

On cross-examination Miss Rosenthal admit- 
ted visiting various hotels with Weimer after 
April 17,1891, and confessed that she had at 
various times gone to saloons to get mixed ale 
and other drinks.

WHAT HE SAID ABOUT MB. CLEVELAND

‘ “The Cleveland Democrats are going to even 
mp an old score with Carter H. Harrison when 
election day in Chicago comes around, by refus- 
ing to vote for him for Mayor,” said James W.

THE FAIR APPROPRIATION. 





PASSAGE OF THE BILL GRANTING AN 
ADDITIONAL $300,000. 


ALBANY, Maroh 22.—The World’s Fatr Appro- 
priation bill for $300,000 came up in the Assem- 
bly to-day. Mr. Quigley said that the Assembly 
had demanded a statement of the expenditures 
made and it had received it. From that state- 
mentit was seen that none of the money had 
been wrougfully used. Ast first it was thought 
that itcould be left with individual exhibitors 
to provide a suitable display at Chicago, but 
now it was found thatif the State was to have 
suitable representation it must take matters 
in hand for itself, and this greatly increased the 
expense of the commission. 

Mr. Ellison said that the bill was now in such 
a shape that every self-respecting man could 
support it. 

Mr. Webster called for the utmost liberality 
in dealing with a grand project like this. Some- 
thing had been said of wine. He wanted the 
hospitality of the State to be beyond question. 
lf there was better wine than champagne let it 
be placed on her table when she entertained 
guests. Let Germany and France and Bur- 
gundy be ransacked for the finest wines and the 
rarest delicacies for her guests. 

Mr. Ainsworth said he thoroughly believed in 
the fair, and thatit would be the grandest ex- 
hibition ever held, but he thought there were 
items of extravagance in the expenditure al- 
ready made that were fit subjects of criticism. 

Messra, Fish and Malby said that the Repub- 
licans last year had made every effort to have 
the appropriation raised to $500,000, but the 
majority had solemnly atfirmed that so much 
money was not needed and could not be used to 
good advantage. Now the majerity decided 
that more money was imperatively needed, and 
resented any effort to ascertain what had been 
done with the money already voted. 

Mr. Drypolcher said that last year the Com- 
missioners had refused $500,000, and said that 
if $300,000 was given them they would return 
at least $85,000 of it. He had heard of no good 
reason why more should be given now. 

Mr. Ryder said he looked upon this bill as un- 
democratic and opposed to the best interests of 
the people. 

The bill was passed by a vote of yeas, 120; 
nays, 5—Messrs. Congdon, Deitsch, Drypoloher, 
Hotaling, and Ryder.

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BETHUNE STREET WAKES UP

AROUSED FROM IT8 SLUMBERS BY 
AN IRREVERENT OITY BOABD, 


BUILDINGS AND PARTS OF BUILDINGS 
IN THRE NINTH WARD SOLD FOR 
SMALL 8UMS—ONR SALE CAUSED A 
YOUNG WOMAN TO EXOLAIM—YOUNG 
BETHUNE STREBT TO COMER. 


Agreatmany years ago Bethune Street started 
out bravely from the North River a little dis- 
tance above Christopher Street, and set forth 
upon its travels through the world. Its aim, no 
doubt, in the tirst flush of its youth wae to cross 
the wide stretch of Manhattan Island and view 
for itself the storied glories of the east side of 
town, where most of the houses had curiycued 
iron lipk stands at each side of the stoop, and 
wher §here were a great many fine houses with 
\rown pone facings all the way up the fronts. 

Bethgne Street ambled leisurely slong among 
the modest but substantial rooftrees of the 
N uth Ward, and reached West Street and 
passed it; wandered on until it had croased 
Washington Street, and began to feel quite like 
an extensive and dignified thoroughfare. 

But when it reached Greenwich Street it met 
an obstacle. That street had been built up 
quite without reference to the traveling plans 
of Bethune Street, and two sober little three- 
story brick houses blocked its way. So Bethune 
Street courteously decided to wait for a while 
and think things over, and it snuggled down 
comfortably among the two-story-and-a-balf 
and three-story houses and went to sleep. 

The older men and women among the “ resi- 
denters” of the ward died, and their children 
lived in the old houses, ate their dinners at 
noon, took their daily airings in Abingdon 
Bquare, bought and sold and gathered gear, and 
lived their peaceful lives. 

Some of the old houses in Bethune Street fell 
more and more out of repair, and occasionally 
a newoomer in the ward tore down a house and 
put tip an awful structure, which he called 
“flats,” With brass rails at the front steps, & 
red, blue, and green giass window in the front 
door, and a great quantity of knobs in the ves- 
tibule. But for the most Bethune Street lay 
guiet and undisturbed by the *‘ maroen of im- 
provement.” The head of Bethune Btreet sunk 
deeper in sleep, and a great tangled shrubbery 
of elevated railroad grew above it, the traffic 


got less and less, because there was no direct 
Way out of the little street, and the houses and 
the people grew older, and little spears of grass 
sprouted up about the shabby old railings. 

Meanwhile the city had been growing bigger 
and busier, and in course of time a body had 
been appointed called the “ Board of Street 
Opening and Improvement.” These gentlemen 
worked bard and spent all their time opening 
streets and improving them. Tbney dug through 
many eld neighborhvuods, gouged big holes out 
of many an ancient “block of buildings,” and 
swept away many a landmark, leaving no trace 
to tell where it had been. 

But there was one part which these gentle- 
men regarded with awe, asa place almost too 
crooked ond intrieate for mending, and that 
place was the oid Ninth Ward. The mysteries 
of Little West Twelfth Street and the districts 
where opposite sides of the street have difter- 
ent names, aud where the horsecars run on dif- 
ferent streets different days of the week—all 
these things were pretty deep water for the 
Board of Street Opening and Improvement. 
But atlast they made the plunge and adver- 
tised in that sober magazine of municipal 
knowledge called the (iy ecord that at 11 
o’clock A. M. on Wednesday, March 22, 1893, 
the Department of Public Worke would sell at 
public auction, under the supervision of the Su- 
perintendent of Street improvements, by 
Mesers. Van Taseell & Kearney, auctioneers, on 
the premises, all the buildings and parte of 
puildings lying within the lines of Bethune 
Street and between Greenwich and Hudson 
Btreets. 

The terms of sale required the purchaser to 
“remove the buildings or parte of buildings 
entirely out of the line of the street on or before 
April 13, 1893,” the purchaser otherwise for- 
felting the same, together with all moneys paid 
therefor. And so that Sleeping Beauty, Be- 
thune Street, curled up behind the times and 
aimost fergotten, has at last felt the hand of 
the Fairy Prince named Michael T. Daly, Com- 
missioner of Public Works, and has been bidden 
to awake and continue its travels. 

A roughly-dressed crowd surrounded the auc- 
tioneer yesterday morning as hé stood in that 
part of Hudson Street opposite to the dead end 
of Bethune, which is numbered in Abingdon 
Bquare. The piace was fall of restfulnessa. 
£vyen the stray dogs sat down. W. M. Deane, 
Superintendent of street Improvements, stood 
by to see fair play. The first thing sold was the 
shell of the building, 10 Abingdon Square, or 
593 Hudson Street, a five-story briok house, 20 
feet 3 inches wide. The Jand, of course, was 
not to be «cold, since it was to be used by the 
sity as Young Bethune Street. The firat bid 
was $5, and the price advanced by small bids. 
It was finally knocked down for $51, to. L. Rose. 

The next sale was of 12 Abingdon Square, or 
595 Hudson Street, a four-story brick building, 
which brought $20 from Charles Dusenbury. 
Then J. W. Ketchum paid $12 for thac part of 
the building at 1: Abingdon Square, or 597 
Hudson Street, which stood within the lines of 
the future Young Bethune Street. Two anda 
half feet of this building were sold, the buyer 
being the owner of adjacent property. 

All of the buyers atthe sale were “old rési- 
@enters” and property owners in the Ninth 
Ward. The dealers in second-hand building 
materials were conepicuously absent. Not one 
of them turned up, mainly because the old 
bricks seld had been cemented when the houses 
had been bnilt with such a tough sort of mortar 
that it had become like a part of the bricks. 
Experte said it would be almost impossible to 
get any clean bricks out of the walls or founda- 


tions, 

The buildings had ell been used fer second- 
band furniture shops, and by Taggart’s storage 
warehouse, in which, among other wonderful 
things, are stored a tall mabogany-oased clock 
which once belonged to George Washington, the 
priginal pair of dueling pistola which Aaron 
Burr and Alexander Hamilton used when they 
made history in the cool of the morning under 
the Palisades so many years. ago, and two an- 
cient paintings in tarnished gilt frames which 
represented either the landing of Columbus or 
the coronation of Anna Boleyn, the attendant 
not being exactly sure which. 

All these curious things are very dirty and 
andoubtediy genuine. 

Then the aunetioneer and his party went 
around into Greenwich Street and sold out that 
side of the block, while the elevated trains 
dropped hot water and ashes on the heads of 
the crowd. There had been a fire at 779 Green- 
wich Streeta while ago, and the building had 

one up in smoke, but the foundation stones 

eft in the débris were sold to L. Rose for $1, in 

hand delivered. Then the auctioneer called at 
781 Greenwich Street, a three-story brick 
dwelling house, 21 feet 2 inches wide, in which 
the last tenant had lived for nineteen years. 
There was nothing of any vaiue in the house, 
except a few old gas fixtures and a mahogany 
hand railand newel post upon the stairway. 
Charles Dusenbury bought the house for $5. 

Acomely young woman, one of the tenants of 
the house, had been peeping through the shut- 
ters of an upper story. When the old house was 
knocked down for $5 her face flushed at the in- 
dignity put upon the old brick-and-mortar, and, 
with an exclamation, she turned away from the 
window. 

The next house, 783 Greenwich Street, stood 
only partly upon condemned ground. It was 
also a three-story brick dwelling, and 8 feet 
6 inches of jt were sold to Mr. Dusenbury for 
S81. Nobody came to the windows in this house, 
although it gave sigus of being occupied. The 
crowd stared for a while at the dingy old bricks, 
old men from the adjoining houses looked glum 
in the gray light that sifted down through the 
elevated tracks, the auctioneer and the buyers 
bustied off to Teggart’s otlice to make ont the 
dills of sale, and the auction was over. Bethune 
Street had been raised from the dead. 





Salesmen May Have a Clul, 

It bas been desired by the salesmen and 
buyers of the dry goods commission and jobbing 
houses of this city for a number of years to ea- 
tablish a club that might essentially represent 
them and be closely identified with their inter- 
ests. 

The first step looking toward its establish- 
ment was taken Tuesday. A dozen or more 
salesmen met in the Watson Building in Ohureh 
Street, and formulated a plan for s new olub. 

The idea is to have the club modeled some- 
what after the Merchants’ Club and to ft up 


quarters where the members may entertain 
their friends and customers apart from business 
hours and during business hours as well. Thea, 
too, some plan for a system of helpful bureaus 
may be established in connection with the social 
side of the club. It is not proposed to make the 
headquarters s centre for displaying goods and 
a traffic mart, yet it is within the scope of the 
plan to have private roome where confidential 
‘ransactions may be on.

SHAD AND THEIR EGGS. 

i 
PECULIARITIES OF THE FISH IN REGARD 
TO LAYING THEM, 


With the scarcity or abundance of shad in 
any river all must depend on the spawning of 
prior generations of fish, The collecting of the 
eggs of the shad by the United States Fish 
Commission is carried on in the strictest busi- 
ness manner, and the cost of the ova, including 
all items, is set down at about $85 per 1,000,- 
000. The quantity of eggs takenin the Poto- 
mac has never exceeded 81,000,000, and the 
average is about 60,000,000, Cofimissioner 
MoDonald, having shown that shad are con- 
trelled by temperature, bas determined what 
are their limits of cold and heat. Shad enter 
estuaries as soon as these waters become 
warmer than the water of the ocean, and they 
ascend the fresh-water streams in quest of the 
higher zones of heat, the mean temperature 
sought being about 60° Fahrenbeit, 

Mr. 8, G. Worth of the United States Fish 
Commission, in a recent paper draws attention 
to the fact that shad in certain river basins 
*‘exhibit a choice of localities in which to lay 
their eggs.” He points out the areas preferred, 
and shows them to be well defined in their situ- 


ation “below creeks, being in the tracks of the 
currents therefrom.’ 

The spawning region of shad is of large pro- 
—— extending from the limit of the brack- 
sh Water iniand 50 or 100 miles or more. As 

to the question of the larger supply of ova, it 
has been found to be taken from river areas 
traversed by cfeek currents. Something cari- 
ous in the study of the spawning habits of the 
ahad is the determination that the fish deposit 
their ova between the hours of 5 and 10 P. 
An inguiry into the reasons for this can have 
ne other answer than that it is the temperature 
which has moat to de with this spawning. The 
warmer water of the creeks becomes an active 
infiuence, but only when commingling with the 
colder river volume or when effecting a mean 
between the two extremes in temperature. 
Bottom might exert some slight infiuence as to 
whether it were sand or gravel, but Mr. Worth 
thimks that thia question has but little to do 
with the spawning of the shad. 

The conclusion arrived at is that shad choose, 
or are impelled, to lay their eggs in the highest 
daily average temperature, a condition which 
would be realized about or soon after sunset, 
when the warmer water of the flate is inter- 
mingled with the colder channel water and a 
balance is established. 

The theory Mr. Worth presents is based on 
the proportion of eggs collected in many rivers. 
The largest number of ripe eggs taken by the 
United States Fish Commission experts scems 
invariably to be the result, when seining takes 

lace, over areas where the warmer creek water 

6 mixed with the colder river. 





EASTERN EXHIBITORS PLEASED. 


THEY ARE FINALLY GETTING THE SPACE 
THEY NEED AT THE FAIR. 


A few weeks ago many complaints were heard 
from Eastern exhibitors at the Worid’s Fair of 
the shabby treatment which their applications 
for space received at the hands of the commit- 
teemen in Chicago. Within the last two weeks, 
however, several New-York exhibitors have re- 
ceived allotments of space which have been 
satisfactory, and the communications received 
from Chicago have shewn a very conciliatory 
spirit. Within a short time a great number of 
New-York and other Eastern exhibitors have 


finally received the space they desired, and in 
some instances even more than they had asked 
for. 

At the last meeting of the Exetutive Commit- 
tee of the Internativnal Exhibitors Assoviation 
at ites office in the Stewart Building it wae de- 
cided to close the Kastern office of the associa- 
tion April 1, and from that date the principal 
ottice will be upon the exposition grounds at 
Chicago. A resolution was passed expressing 
satisfaction at the manner in which recent ap- 

ications for space by New-York exhibitors 
care been treated. The members of the Exhib- 
itors’ Executive Committee said they wished to 
lay emphasis upon their appreciation of the Giffi- 
culties which the management or the fair bas 
had to encoanter in the enormous task of mak- 
ing these ullotments, and to tender the thanks 
of the association for the efforte which have 
been made recently to bring about an equitable 
distribution of space to New-\ ork firms. 

On account of the shortness of the time which 
now is lettin which exhibitors must forward 
and arrange their exhibits, the associxtion 
Btates that the offices in the Stewart Building 
will be open until April 1 for the convenience of 
any exhibitors who may wish to avail them- 
selves of the services offered by the association 
for a careful supervision of their exhibits at the 
winimum cost by this New-York association of 
manufacturers and merchants. The oilicers of 
the fair have given notice that all exhibits must 
bein place by April 10, under penalty of for- 
feiture of the space assicned to them, but the 
latest official communication from Chicago says 
that it is the desire of the management to give 
all possible leeway to exhibitors who may be 
belated, and therefore intimates that even if ex- 
hibits should, in a few cases, be later in arrange- 
ment than April 10, every allowabie considera- 
tion will be shown to such tardy exhibitors. 

¥F. A. Matthews, the Secretary of the associa- 
tion, gives notice thatit is urgently desired by 
the association that all exhibitors who are ar- 
ranging with the association for the care of 
their exhibits should act immediately.

DISPOSING OF CITY MONEY.

VARIOUS MATTERS CONSIDERED BY THE 
BOARD OF ESTIMATE. 


The Board of Estimate at a meeting yester- 
day received a communication from Park Com- 
missioner Henry Winthrop Gray, who said 
he could not find any provision for the im- 
provement of Corlears Hook Park. He sug- 
gosted that some legisiation be obtained to au- 
thorize the sale of bonds to provide money for 


the improvement of the park. 

President Dana of the Park Board was at the 
meeting of the Board of Estimate. Mr. Dana 
and Mr. Gray have had several tilts in the Park 
Board. In response to the Mayor's queries Mr. 
Dana said the matter had never Deen before the 
Park Board. He said: 

“We have taken no official action on the mat- 
ter. I know nothing about it.” 

Mayor Gilroy said that Mr. Gray's communt!- 
cation was not an official one and he ordered it 
placed on tile, but not on the minutes of the 
meeting. 

A bill was received from the New-York Cen- 
tral Railroad Company for $12,500 on account 
of the city’s share of the expense of improving 
the upper portion of Park Avenue. The matter 
was referred to the Controller, as was also the 
application of the Fire Department for $14,000 
to pay for putting wires undergroun . in streets 
to be repaved this year. This is in addi- 
tion to the $50,000 already allowed. The ajp- 
plication of the Street-Cleaning Department for 
a transfer of $10,000 from the sweeping 
to the snow and ice account, and that of the 
Trustees of the American Museum of Natural 
History for the refunding of $48,583, expended 
by them for showcases and furniture, were 
also referred to the Controller. 

The maps fixing the Jerome Avenue approach 
to the McComb’s Dam bridge at eighty feet were 
approved. Excise moneys to the amount of 
$55,501.88 were distributed among institutions 
caring for juvenile delinquents during Febru- 
ary.

MAYOR GILROY INSPECTS THE EAST

SUITS OF THE RESSLERS 


THEIR MATRIMONIAL VENTURE 
PROVED UNHAPPY. 
*. 


—WIFE SUED FOR SEPARATION AND 
LOST—NOW MR. RESSLER 14, TRYING 
AGAIN—LETTERS HE SAYS DR. RUG- 
GLES, CO-RBSPONDENT, WROTE. 


Dr. Augustus D. Ruggles lives in # fashion- 
able boarding house at 239 West Fourteenth 
Street. He figured before Judge Giegerich in 
the Court of Common Pleas yesterday as the co- 
respondent in # divorce suit brought against 
his landlady, Mrs, Ceoilie Ressler. The land- 
lady’s husband is Charies H. Ressler, a clerk in 
the New-York Post Office, who, it is alleged, 
owns about $15,000 worth of real estate in 
Brooklyn. He married the woman, whom he is 
now suing for divaroe, Oct, 1, 1868. Fifteen years 
later they separated, and he began an action 
for divorce, in whieh Dr. Ruggles, then as now, 
was named as co-respondent. The case was de- 
cided in favor of the wife, who followed up her 
advantage by bringing a suit for separation in 
October, 1885, before Judge Barrett of the 
Supreme Court’ The Judge dismissed Mrs. 
Reasler’s suit, and granted instead a separation 
to the husband. ‘ 

Now Mr. Ressler has renewed his first action 
on the ground of new evidence furnished 
against Mra. Resslerand Dr. Ruggles by per- 
sons who at one time or another have lived in 
the FourteenthjStreet boarding house. The case 
came up yesterday on a motion by Mrs. Ress- 
ler’s lawyer, asking the Judge for an allow- 
ance of $500 for counsel fees pending the issue 
ofthe suit. In opposing the motion, the hus- 
band’s counsel read four letters to the court, 
which it is alleged were written by Dr. Ruggles, 
who ia said to be a Spiritualist The letters 
were unsigned, but the lawyer sald they were 


all written by the doctor, and addressed to Mrs. 
Ressier. Tho first of these letters read: 

MA PETITE CECILE DARLING: I have read your last 
letter at least twenty times. If you regret my writ- 
ing those last three words, then surely doubly re- 
gret them, for I could not willfolly give you any 
mental pang. So please don’t think, my darling, 
that I have sought to pain you—your joy is my joy; 
your sorrow, my sorrow; your pleasure, my pleasure. 

I must make this little explanation, ‘ma ¢ ére, for 
it is not in my heartto displease or ——— you, 
and the sentence from yonr letter, ** Your love is not 
heaven born,” is @ atinging one tome. Perhaps [ 
deserved it. But one thing I am sure—there breathes 
not & soul who has your interest, your welfare, your 
health, | A maeemeee so dear to their heart as I 
have, ut the highest happiness and enjoyment, 
you muat admit, comes from the union of e@ spirit 
and the love. So, if I had spirit and love I should be 
doubly happy. 

“ Really, {fear to send you this letter, fearing 
some other misunderstanding, but I shall venture it. 

“Ir I have wounded your feelings by writing 
those words, then [ heartily beseech your pardon, 
and assure you that in the future I shall be more 
guarded as io the manner of my expressing myseif.” 

Another letter dated “ Thursday, ¥ P. M.,” 
ran: 

“DEAREST: If you only knew how disappointed I 
feel to-nightat your absence, you would certainly 
have been here. But perhaps you think it sweet to 
be an absent one. Svumetimes it is, for then we re- 
alize that we are not forgotten, and though absent 
we are present and our spirits are wingling. 

‘But I do not like the idea of beiug tested in this 
Way, unless the absence is an unavoidable necessity 
or provocation of some great good. I sincerely hope 
co will come of your absence this evening, though 

must confess I am greatly disappointed in not see- 
ing your winsome countenance to-night.

The third letter was addressed in German to 
*“My Little One,” and read as follows:

I would not object to your course, for your happi- 
ness is of extreme importance tome. My darling, I 
cannot find fanit with you, but vour letter dves not 
bring me so tnuch of your ever-tiowing love, and I 

robably feel the desire of it, ma chére. You ask 

now it is possibie fur yon and I to travel together. | 
can only answer by saying you are now your own 
mistress and can do as you picase. Or, I might ask, 
is it not sufficient for you to obey my mandate! 
Arise and go, especiaily if you desire to. For you 
know [ would not give you an uoplessant duty to 
perform, no, never. Sol fancy my commands will 
meet with your approval, and yours likewise with 


me. 

“I do not imagine either of us wil) disagree, for your 
happiness is certainly my firat object, and | am sure 
you are aware of that fact. But pow, (o vome to the 
point, where am I te meet the darling of my heart 
to-night? I have beon ata loss to decile, nt ma 
bien aimée, as soon as the way is clear. take the 
elevated railroad at Fourteenth street and First Av- 
enue, (then you will not have to change cars,) and 
get out at the Fulton Ferry. I will meet you at the 
New- York side, (Fulton Ferry house.)”’ 

The next time the writer addressed the object 
of his affections as “ My Divine Little Birdie,” 
saying: 

“It is impossible for me to tell at what time I 
shall be home to-day, as I may be obliged to ge to 
Boston. However, of one thing you can rest as- 
sured, that I shall come as soon aa [ possibly can, for 
I am anxious to see your sweet face and kiss your 
loving lips.” 

As o further canse why Judge Glegerich

CITY IMPROVEMENT CLUS’S ARGUMENT

aroused the opposition of the City Improve- 
ment Society, whose headquarters are at 126 
East Twenty-third Street. The society has sent 


a@ protest against the passage of the bill to the 
Committee on Codes of the Assembly. 
In the protest the society declares that various 
infractions of laws and ordinances affecting the 
health and comfort of citizens have been made 
known by unsigned complaints. The protest 
concludes as follows: 
“ Especially in tenement districts, the person com- 
laining tears to give his name, leat he should incar 
he 11 will of-his lanudiord, neighbor, patrolman, &c. 
1t is difficult to make these people understand that 
their comnrunications will be considered confidential 
and their names withheld when we send in their 
ey pe apd many of them, therefore, continue to 
send unsigned letters. In such cases the extra duty 
devolves upon the peraon receiving such a complaint 
to examine ifte the correctness of it before taking 
any action npon it. Itis thus left te the discretion 
of the official receiving it. If the facts are fuund to 
‘ be correctly stated action upon it is justified and the 

ublic welfare promoted. if the complaint is not 
rue, andis so found upon investigation, no action 
would be taken and no harm accomplished. 

“ We therefore think that, in view of the general 
dislike prevaient among Certain classes of people to 
the practice of signing their names to written com- 

laints, it would be unwise to prohibit any action or 
nvestigation on the ys of a city official of an un-

LILLIAN SOOFIELD’S STORY. 
emanate Scamemenememll 
CHARGES POLICEMEN WITH EXTORTING 
s MONEY FROM HER. 


Lillian Scofield, or L, E. Lansmere, as she is 
also called, arranged yesterday to make it 
sultry at police trials for Policemen John Mc- 
Gucokin and Bernard J. Connolly of the Jefferson 
Market Criminal Court squad, but hearing on 
her charges of extortion against them was ad- 
journed because MoGuckin was sick. 

Mrs. Scofield was arrested in the Nineteenth 
Precinct on the 3d inst., on the complaint of M. 
D. Steel, who boarded with her at 121 West 
Forty-first Street, that she had retained his 
property after she had ejected him. She said 
that she was sick, but was pronounced well at 
the New-York Hospital. Then she refused to 
dress, but this obstacle was overcome by wrap- 
ping her in blankets and bundling her into s 
cell. This made her “ good,” and she was al- 


lowed to go home and dress. At the court on 
h 4 she was released, Mr. Steel's property 
having been returned to him. 

Mrs. &cofield’s vompiaint againet the police- 
men is thatin Sergeaht Combes’s reom on the 
4th inst, MoGuckin informed her that Connolly 
had said it would take money to get her out of 
her trouble, and that unless she “ paid up” she 
would be locked up over Sunday. Connolly, 
McGuokin said, could “ fix it” with Jnstice 
Grady. MoGuekin thought $200 would be 
‘** about right.” He refused to take a check for 
a but brought one King, a court lawyer 
who had been paid by cheok to defend her and 
said that he could take the check for $100 and 
givethe money to McGuckin. Then Mra, Sco- 
field remembered that she had money and 
jewels at her house, and at her request Justice 
Grady allowed herto go there with McGuckin, 
Connolly, and King. 

When she took money and jewelry from a 
drawer, Connolly, as her story runs, took some 
diamonds and suggested that oash could be ob- 
tained vy pe ning them. Mrs. Scotield wanted 
a receipt for the diamonds, and King was again 
suggested as a go-between. King, in Serxt. 
Combes’s room, gave her a receipt for a ruby 
and diamond bracelet which was handed to him 
by MoGuokin. Then Mrs. Scofield was arraigned 
before Justice Grady and discharged. 

When she left the court she met Connolly and 
MoGuockin and King. They had planned to go 
toa pawnshop to get money on the bracelet to 
Day the policemen for their “ in-floo-ence.’’ Con- 
nolly allowed Mrs. Scofield to go with his com- 
rade and the lawyer to a pawnshop at Sixth 
Avenue and Thirty-eighth Street. Here Mrs. 
Bcotield, according to her story, denounced her 
companions as Diackmailers, and, taking the 
bracelet from the pawnbroker, left the place, 
threatening to go to Justice Brady and ask 
him if he was a partner in the transaction. 

MoGuokin after awhile followed her and ar- 
rested her for taking the bracelet from the 
powascenee and court was opened in the pawn- 

toker's ottice. It was adjourned to the side- 
walk and McGuoekin discharged Mrs. Scofield 
when she gave the bracelet to King. Then 
they went to another pawnbroker’s where they 
failed to obtain the amount coveted by Mo- 
Guckin, Connolly, and King, and the bracelet 
was retained by King, Mra. Scofield promising 
to redeein it on the Gth inst. 

McoGuokin and Connoily say that Mra. Sco- 
field's charges are false, but King returned the 
bracelet in court yesterday, saying that he bad 
vainly sought an opportunity to return the 
Jewel, which had been given as security for 
counsel fees, since the 4th inst. Aa Mra. Sco- 
fiela said she was “satisfied.” nothing more 
may be heard of the case, although Comwmis- 
sioner MoClave set it down for the 30th inst.

One of the 
smallest of these, ahigh and rocky spot, has been 
reserved for Sunday-school parties exclusively, 
aud the wild scenery, the cool shade of the tall 
trees, and the ample facilities for good bathing 
and boating are appreciated by the Sunday- 
schoo! children. 

the exoursion season opens on Decoration 
Day and eads about the middle of September. 
Since January the booking has been going on, 
until now there are comparatively few days 
open for the engagement of tiie John Neilson, 
the monster barge that carries 2,000 passen- 
gers, or any of the other large barges or steam- 
ers. 

The company rents the groves early in the 
season to different persone, who in turn rent 
the carousal, swing, ring-throwing, and other 
privileges to speculators. 

The political clubs, such as the Stuyvesant, 
the Oriental, the John J. O’Brien, and the Pat- 
trick Divver Associations, usually have two 
outings annually. Oune of these is an excuaion, 
where the politicians endeavor to make them- 
selves popular with the wives, danghters, and 
eweethearts of the voters, and the other is a

THE COUNTRY CLUB'S AFFAIRS.

INTERESTING FACTS SHOWN BY ITS AN- 
NUAL STATEMENT. 


The Governing Committee of the Country 
Club at Westchester has just published its an- 
nual statement, which contains some ourious 
figures. There are 346 regular members, 59 
life, and 5 from the army and navy. The run- 
ning expenses were $25,861, and other disburse- 
ments swelled that sum to $27,058.50. 

There was aloss of $3,096.96 on the restan- 
rant and a profit of $2,950.32 on the bar. There 


was a loss on polo of $28.50, a loss on tennis 
of $693, 25, a loss on boating of $514.78, and a 
loss on baseball of $31.25. The profits were: 
On cards, $197.22; cigars, $359.45; billiards, 
$66.40; shooting, $402.36; rooms, $3,0U4.25, 
and stable, $100.98. 

There are unpaid bills of $11,202.62, but the. 
surplus profit and loss which in March, 1892, 
was $6,707.88, has been Uecreased $228.91. 
Among the assets of the club are placed the 
two significant items, “ members indebtedness, 
$3,326.32,” and * miscellaneous indebtedness 
of individuals other than members, $331.06.” 
The cash on hand is $133.55. 

The report is signed by Thomas W. Thorne, 
Treasurer, and approved by Edward Haight, the 
Beoretary of the Governing Committee.

HEBMAN KEUDOP’S DEATH,

CAUGED BY A BEATING BY TWO 
—AN ARREST ON SUSPICION. 


Herman Krudop, who was employed as a 
river and porter at the wine saleon of Richard 
UVhimann, 1,095 Firet Avenne, died yesterday 
afternoon in the tenement house 401 East 
Sixty-first Street from a beating he received 
Sunday morning in a fight with twe men in 
front ofthe saloon. The saloon is never open 
Sundays. 

Krudoep was in the place cleaning up, and 
between 9 and 10 o’cloek went oh’. by the side 
door in Sixtieth Street to go home. Two men 
who had been carousing all night insisted upon 
Kradop admitting them to the saloon and fur- 
nishing them with liquor. Krudop refused and 
the fight followed. Krudop’s face was fearfully 
braised, his eyes were swollen until they were 
almost entirely closed, and there were two bad 
cuts on hishead. He managed te get home at 
once, abd.s doctor was not called in until the 
next day. " 

Capt. Straus of the East Sixty-seventh Street 
police, in whose distei¢t the assault occurred, 


‘was not informed of thé assault until yesterday 
afternoon. Detectives went to Krudop’s apart- 
mentsand found him in a dying condition. 
When Coroner Shea reached the house Krudop 
‘was dead. 

Information obtained by Capt. Straus indi- 
cates that the assaults upon Krudop was com- 
mitted by William Spriggins and Richard Bar- 
rett, both of whom the police say are members 
ef the *‘ Battle Row” gang. Barrett was ar- 
rested yesterday afternoen.

REFORM IN EXCISE METHODS, 
oO . 


THE RIGHT OF THE CITIZENS TO BE 


HRARD IN LICENSE CASES. 
ALBANY, Maroh 22.—At the joint hearing of 


‘the Judiciary Committee ef the Senate and the 
Excise Committee of the Assembly to-day Kil- 


laen Van Rensselaer and J. © Coleman ap- 
peared for the West End Protective League, E. 
C. Dusenburs for the West Side Excise Reform 
Association, and John J. Chapman and T. A. 
Fulton for the Excise Reform Asseciation. : 

Mr. Fulton said the persons present represent- 
ed the people, not being extremists inany direc- 
tion. 

Upon Senator Saxton’s bills giving the citizen 
@ right to notice of application for licenses and 


@ right to be heard before the Board of Excise 
on March 22, 1893, John Jay Chapman, from 
the Excise Reform Association, said: 


“ The first of these bills provides forjthe posting of 
@ notice in the window of the place sought to be 
licensed, ten days before the application; and the 
second for a hearing by the Board of Excise, at 
which persons objecting tothe grant may be heard. 
The liquor question is not primarily a question of 
temperance or sumptuary law nor a question of 

olitics. The only problem is, to provide fer centres 
of distribution of beer and liquors in small quanti- 
ties, in such @ manner as to protect the interests of 

roperty and the preservation of order in the vicin- 
ty of the shops. 

“The persons primarily interested are the citizens 
in the neighborhood, and no law has a richt te be re- 
garded as reasonable or just which does not give 
such persons a simple and speedy means of being 
heard upon the grant of licenses and upon the con- 
duct of the business under those licenses. The 
Foley bill of 1392 made this distinct step backward, 
in that it took away from the citizen his right toa 
hearing before the board upon complaints against 
licensees and left the matter in the discretion of 
Boarde of Excise. And this opportunity should be 
taken of replacing the ‘shall’ in that section of the 
excise law which used to provide that Boards of kx- 
cise ‘shall’ give hearings on the complaintof the 
citizen, instead of the ‘aay,’ which the Foley bill 
inserted. 

“The change may seem slight, but in itis involved 
the whole question of the position of the citizen 
toward one oc: his most important administrative 
Doards. There is no more reason why an Excise 
Board should be able to say to the citizen, ‘ We hear 
you asa favor,’ than why a Judge should be able 
te say the same. Suoh a power leaves the citizen 
remediless after the grant. He has noteven been 
able to make public and of record his case in a mat- 
ter which vitally affects his pecuniary and his social 
interests. The present system, which enables the 
boards to act privately and upon suggestions 
made to them onsof court is at variance with our 
whole system of law, which, while it leaves the en- 
forcement of law vary largely to the particular per- 
sone injured by the each, invariably puts into the 
hands of su persons the power to enforce their 
righ ts. 

‘The bureaucratic and paternal system now in 
force, which has brought with it the great evil of this 
system every where in the world, namely, secrecy, and 
is certain under any administration, except the pur- 
est to develop contempt for the interests of the oiti- 
zen, must be broken down before it becomes estab- 
lished. If there is one department of the Municipal 
Government more than another where such a sysiem 
is intolerable, 1t is that whioh affeots the local, per- 
sonal, and domestic interests governed by Boa of 
Excise.” 

Edwin C. Dusenbury argued in favor of the 
bili for granting pubiic hearings before Boards 
of Excise upon applicatiens for license, speak- 
ing particularly for the West Side ixocise Re- 
form Association of New-York City. The pros- 
ent law, he said, leans too pronouncedly toward 
thé liquer dealer; the rights of the property 
owner und of the citizen who is not engaged in 
the liquor trade should be more considered and 
better protected. In the City of New-York the 
citizen, if he happen to learn of an application 
for livense and of the time when the beard will 
consider it,is,in some cases, as a matter of 
courtesy, permitted to be heard in opposition. 
But a new board may change this rule, and 
even under the existing system there have been 

stances in which licenses have been granted 
without opportunity for protestants to be heard, 
and that, too, when it was well known that 
strong epposition existed to the licensing of the 

roposed saloons, opposition so strong, in fact, 
Prae it had already caused the refusal of appli- 
cations made a few weeks previously for the 
same premises. It issuch experiences as this, 
with the probability and almost certainty of 
their recurrence, that have led to the submis- 
sien of this bill. 

No one will question that to establish a saloon 
in the vicinity of residence property is, in most 
cases, at least, to diminish the value of that 
residence property both to lessees and to own- 
ers. Surely these people are entitled to be 
heard, not as matter of favor, which is uncer- 
tain at best, and may at any time be withdrawn, 
but as matter of rignt. If, in any case the local 
injury to property is more than counter-bal- 
anced by the demand for the saloon on the 
score of public necessity, the board will so de- 
cide, the license will be granted, and the inter- 
este oe rights of the majority will be pro- 
tected. 

But how oan the board ey mers determine 
the merits of a case without first hearing both 
sides? He knew of no other department of 
Government where vested interests are dis- 
turbed upon ex-parte application without an 
opportunity for the owner of such interests to 
be heard. Not only must the people be assured 
of their right to be heard, but, in order that 
such right should be of any substantial benefit 
to them, they must be notified when and where 
the hearing will be had, and to accomplish this 
object the second sentence of the vill was 
drawn. The persons most interested are those 
in the immediate vicinity of the saloon, and the 
method of notification provided for in the 
amendment is believed to be as simple and 
effective as any which can be devised.
